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FIREMEN GO ON STRIKE 
ON SOUTHERN PACIFIC 


400 Men Affected on Lines in 


, ° Texas and Louisiana, 


FREIGHT TRAFFIC IS TIED UP 


—— 
Difficulty Arises Out ’of the Engin- 
eers’ Determination to Preserve 
Their Brotherhood.

HOUSTON, Texas, Dec. 23.—A strike of 
firemen on the Southern Pacific Railroad 
in Texas and Louisiana was started at 
5 o'clock this afternoon. About 400 men 
went out, and to-night reports sent to 
Dallas are to the effect that freight 
service on the system from BE] Paso to 
New Orleans is tied up. Timothy Shea, 
Second Vice Grand Master of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen, who is in 
charge of the men, said to-night: 

“We have freight matters all tied up 
on the Southern Pacific system. Though 
passenger and mail trains are moving, 
locals will probably be intercepted soon. 
We hope to be able to leave the passenger 
and mail service undisturbed, but are 
not prepared to say how long passenger 
trains may be exempt from the strike.” 

The strike has not yet affected the 
Houston. & Texas centre lines of the 
Southern Pacific system at Dallas and 
other North Texas points, or the Texas 
& New Orleans lines from Dallas to 
Beaumont, but fears are felt to-night 
that these lines may become involved to- 
morrow. There are large quantities of 
cotton and general merchandise to be 
handled in the territory of these lines and 
@ general tie-up would be very annoying, 
if ‘not disastrous. 

The grievance of the firemen as main- 
tained by the officers is that the railway 
company several months ago abrogated 
its agreement with their order by signing 
an agreement with the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, which took from 
the firemen their privilege of regulating 
the seniority list of switch engineers who 
are largely members of the firemen’s or- 
ganization and not of the engineers’, 

The engineers are supporting the man- 
agement. They are bound to do so, as 
the management sided with the engineers 
and gave them the agreement desired, 
after having had notice from the firemen 
that it would bring on trouble. 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, Dec. 23.—About 
150 members of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
way Firemen walked out this afternoon 
at 5 o’clock on the San Antonio Division 
of the Southern Pacific, Atlantic system. 
Negroes are substituted in some cases 
for the striking firemen. Except to a 
few freight trains, very little delay in 
traffic schedules has been affected thus 
far by the strike: 


NEW ORLBANS, Deco. 23.—Announce- 
ment was made to-day that the Southern 
Pacific Company will receive no more 
freight from intersecting lines to points 
in Texas until further notice. 

In consequence changes in freight rout- 
ings affecting a territory extending from 
St. Louis to New York City covered by 
four of the big carriers entering New 
Orleans were announced to-night. Here- 
after such freight consigned to points in 


~ Louisiana and Texas will be routed by 


Cairo and East St. Louis, Ill.; Memphis, 
Tenn., and Shreveport, La., in place of 
passing through New Orleans, as or- 
dinarily. The railroads announcing this 
change are the Queen & Crescent System, 
the Illinois Central, the Yazoo & Missis- 
sippi Valley, and the Louisville & Nash- 
ville Railroad. 


FIGHT BETWEEN THE UNIONS. 


Southern Pacific Counsel Ex: lains 
the Company’s Perplexing Position. 
E. H. Harriman, President of the South- 

ern Pacific Railway, was confineé@ to his 
house, 11 East Sixty-second Street, yes- 
terday with a slight indisposition, and 
could not make a statement on the strike 
on the company’s lines. 

Robert S. Lovett, counsel and Director 
of the. company, however, described con- 
ditions as they appear to the company, at 
the Hotel Majestic yesterday afternoon. 

“ ‘The strike,’’ he said, ‘‘ will only affect 
the lines in Texas and Louisiana between 
New Orleans and El Paso, and the 
through transcontinental traffic will not 
be hampered in any way. I do not think 
that any portion of the system will be 
tied up altogether. The engineers are 
not going out, and no doubt it will be 
possible to operate in some way or other. 

“The position is a most peculiar one. 
The company has absolutely no dispute 
with the men. They are, so far as we 
know, entirely satisfied with hours, 
wages, and conditions of employment. 





. Where has not been any dispute about 


even the discharge of a single man, and 
we are not at present negotiating with the 
firemen upon any point whatever, 

“The trouble has arisen through a dis- 
pute between the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Firemen and the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Engineers.

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BEACHED A BURNING STEAMER | AMAZED BY ROOSEVELT’S [NINE KILLED IN WRECK. 


380 Passengers Saved, but the Strath- 
cona Is Destroyed. 


HALIFAX, N. §S., Dec. 23.—Word 
reached here to-day from Port Dufferin, 
a small coast town sixty miles east of 
this city, of the destruction by fire of the 
passenger stea.ner Strathcona, owned by 
the Halifax and Canso Steamship Com- 
pany, and bound from this port for 
Canso and Guysborough. That no lives 
were lost is due principally to the heroism 
of the engineers and firemen, who, like 
“‘Jim Bludsoe,’’ made famous by the late 
John Hay, stuck to their posts until the 
steamer was beached and eVery one of ths 
380 passengers landed. 

The Strathcona left here last evening 
under command of Capt. Reid. Most of 
the 380 passengers were returning to.their 
homes along the east coast after a few 
days of Christmas shopping in Halifax., A 
few hours after leaving port fire was 
discovered in the after hold. Despite 
the efforts of the officers and crew, the 
flames spread rapidly, and in a brief 
time the ocean for miles around was il- 
luminated by the burning vessel. 

When the cry of ‘‘ Fire!” was raised 
the wildest confusion prevailed. The pas-

While she was driven ahead at 
top speed, the sailors tried to fight back 
the flames with streams of water. The 
draught caused by the steamer’s rapid 
progress, howeyer, fanned the flames into 
greater fury, and in a short time the en- 
lire after portion of the vessel 
fire. 

Down in the engine room the engineers 
and firemen stuck to their posts, although 
the flames had begun to surround them. 
Not until the keel of the steamer grated 
on a bank a mile from the entrance of the 
harbor did they abanden their dangerous 
positions and rush to the deck. The 
steamer had kept her headway until she 
reached this bank. Then the boats were 
lowered and all of the passengers, togeth- 
er with the thirteen members of the crew, 
found safety on shore. Within an hour 
the vessel had burned to the water’s edge. 

The Strathcona was only two years old 
and was a vessel of 200 tons. In addition 
to the passengers she carried a full cargo 
of supplies and Christmas gifts for deliv- 
ery at various points along the east coast. 
She was valued at $44,000 and was fully 
insured. Not long ago the Strathcona 
ran into and sank the sealing steamer 
Havana in Halifax Harbor, and was con- 
demned to pay $30,000 damages, 


APPEAL BY THE PRESIDENT. 


He Calls on Americans to Ald Millions 
of Starving Chinese. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23. — President 
Roosevelt to-day issued a proclamation 
calling on the people of the United States 
to contribute funds for the relief of mill- 

jions of famine sufferers in China, who are 
on the verge of starvation. The President 
says he will ask Congress for authority 
ee use Government transport vessels to 
carry food to the famine-stricken region. 
The proclamation follows: 

TO THE PEOPLE OF THE UNITED 

STATES: 

There is an appalling famine in China. 
Throughout a district covering over 40,000 
square miles and supporting a population 

| of fifteen million, the crops have been de- 

i stroyed by floods and millions of people 
are on the verge of starvation; thousands 
of dwellings have been destroyed and 

| their inmates are without homes. An ur- 
gent appeal has been made for the agsist- 
ance of the United States. 

Our people have often under similar 
| conditions of distress in other countries 
responded generously to such appeals. 
Amid our abounding prosperity and in 
this holiday season of good-will to man, 
assuredly we should do our part to aid the 
unfortunate and relieve the distressed 
among the people of China, to whom we 
have been allied for so many years in 
friendship and kindness. 

I shall ask Congress upon its next day of 
session for authority to use our transport 
vessels to carry flour and other fodd to 
the famine-stricken region.

ATTITUDE ON NEGROES 


Washington Hears He Would 
Even Refuse to Obey a Law, 


WOULD INVITE IMPEACHMENT 


But the House Is Not Likely to Per- 
mit Such a Conflict—Senate 
May Act. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—The reports 


of President Roosevelt's determination to 
maintain the attitude he has taken with 
regard to the discharge of the negro sol- 
diers of the Twenty-fifth Infantry, which 
come from different persons who called 
on him yesterday, represent him in an 


astonishing frame of mind. The most 
amazing feature of these reports is that 
in which he is represented as declaring 
that in case Congress passed a law over 
his veto restoring the discharged men to 
their places in the army he would seek by 
other administrative means to defeat the 
law, and failing in that would endeavor 
to get the Supreme Court to sustain his 
order of dismissal. 

This extraordinary declaration has 
aroused the widest Interest in Washing- 
ton to-day. It is pointed out that it is 
practically an assertion by the highest 
executive offieer of the Government of 
his intention deliberately to -refuse to 
obey a law of Congress. It is an an- 
nouncement beforehand that such a law 
will be violated instead of enforced. 

Such a course on the part of the Pres!- 
dent, it is pointed out, is a direct invita- 
tion to impeachmeht. When the Prest- 
dent refuses to carry out the mandate 
of Congress the only procedure open to 
the legislative branches of the Govern- 
ment to insure the enforcement of its 
laws is to impeach him. There is no 
other remedy. It is explained to-day that 
that is what the President had in mind 
when he expressed himself to some of his 
callers yesterday as willing to face im- 
peachment rather than withdraw from 
the stand he has taken about the dis- 
charged soldiers. 

But there is no possibility that he 
would have to carry the fight so far. In 
the face of such a vigorous contest as he 
is prevaring to make there is very small 
probability that Congress will take any 
action distasteful to him. The Senate 
will probably order and make its own in- 
vestigation of the Brownsville affray, and 
there it will stop. To _pass a bill restor- 
ing the discharged men would necessitate 
the active co-operation of the House ma- 
chine, which is very far from ready now 
to enter into open revolt against the 
President. The possibility contemplated 
by “the President when he made that 
declaration would involve complete rup- 
ture with his party. 

It is not because of the possibility of 
actually-reaching such a situation, how- 
ever, that Mr. Roosevelt's announcement 
awakens astonishment, but because of 
the attitude he declared himself pre- 
pared to take. His anger against Senator 
Foraker had been raised to the white hot 
pitch by the shooting of Capt. Macklin, 
and the opinion is expressed in some quar- 
ters to-day that the vigor of his lan- 
guage was due to that fact, and wag not 
perhaps exactly descriptive of his real 


purpose. 
MACKLIN WILL RECOVER. 


Negro Who Shot the Captain Has Not 
Been Run Down. 


EL RENO, Okla., Dec. 23.—The condi- 
tion of Capt. Edgar A. Macklin of the 
Twenty-fifth United States Infantry, who 
was shot by a negro at his residence at 
Fort Reno last Friday night, was im- 
proved to-day,and recovery is assured. 

The negro has not been arrested, nor 
do the detectives in the case seem to 
have any positive knowledge of the man’s 
identity or his whereabouts. It is be- 
lieved he took a train at Darlington, to 
which point his trail was followed by 


bloodhounds. A hat of the Twenty-fifth 
Infantiy, found at the rear of Capt. 
Macklin’s porch, undoubtedly was dropped 
by the negro. This is by no means con- 
clusive that the man who shot Macklin 
These hats can 
be found in the ash heaps of the garrison 
and in the stores at Bl Reno. 

It is now generally believed that the 
negro’s motive was robbery and not re- 
venge. 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, Dec. 28.—Brig. 
Gen. William L. McCaskey, commanding 
the Department of Texas, has called a 
court-martial, to convene on Jan. 4, for 
the investigation of the conduct of Major 
Charles W. Penrose and Capt. Edgar “A. 
Macklin at Brownsville during the out- 
break of negro troops. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—Major Gen. F, 
C. Ainsworth, the Military Secretary, to- 
day received a telegram from Brig. Gen. 
W. S. McCaskey, Commander of the De- 
partment of Texas, stating that Capt. 
Macklin has made a statement in which 
he denies that he threw up his hands 
when attacked Friday night by the‘ un- 
known assassin. The wounded officer de- 
clares that he was grappling with the 
man when he was shot. 


Gilchrist Stewart of the Republican 
County Committee, who was sent as a 
special commissioner of the Constitutional 
League to investigate the discharge of 
negro troops at Brownsville, and whose 
report was embodied in the Senate records, 
said yesterday that he had wired Attorney 
E. P. Barbour at El Reno, Oklahoma, for 
information as to the assailants of Capt. 
Edgar A. Macklin and had received this 
reply: 

No clue as to who did shooting. Report as 
to discharged soldiers being guilty a malicious 
and impossible lie. Few discharged soldiers 
here and rigid investigation shows that all were 
either at their-employment or at home at time 
of shooting. 

Stewart gave out an interview later in 
which he branded as false a telé—ram 
sent to a New York newspaper by its 
Washington correspondent, in which it 
was said that he had circulated a report 
that Capt. Macklin alone of all the com- 
missioned officers at Fort Brown believed 
that some of the soldiers were guilty of 
the riot, and thereby fomented disorder 
and a desire for revenge. He said further

Race Between Rescuers and Flames 
After Accident on “Soo” Line. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Dec. 23.—Nine persons 
are known to be dead, six others are fa- 
tally injured, and at least twenty-five 
others were hurt in the wreck to-day of 
an eastbound accommodation train on the 
Minneapolis, St. Paul & Sault Ste. Marie 
Ratlroad at Enderlin, N. D. 

The train from Moose Jaw, Canada, is 
due at BDnderlin at 11:45 P. M., but last 
night was about two hours late. The en- 
gineer was running at high speed to make 
up lost time. As he swung around a curve 
Just before entering the yards at Enderlin, 
a switch engine was shifting a string of 
box cars to a side track. The cars did not 
clear the main track, and the passenger 
train hit the switch engine head on. It 
is supposed that the passenger train had 
made up more time than had been real- 
ized by the crew of the switch engine. 

Both engines were wrecked and the 
passenger carg were thrown in confusion 
down a small embankment at the side 
of the track. Several of the day coachos 
were turned bottom side up and the pas- 
sengers pinned beneath the wreckage, 
which took fire from the car stoves. The 
engineers and firemen* on both engines 
leaped and saved their lives. 

The passenger train was heavily loaded 
with people going to spend the holidays. 

Enderlin is the divisional headquarters 
of the railroad, and a’ rescue party was 
soon at hand endeavoring to release the 
imprisoned passengers. Many persons 
were in imminent danger from the 
flames, which were fast spreading through 
the cars. The roofs of the overturned 
cars were broken open, and the dead and 
injured taken out as quickly as possible. 

It was a race between the rescuers and 
the flames, but by unusual efforts all of 
the injured were removed before the 
flames reached them. 

Nine bodies were taken out and laid be- 
side the track, while the injured were 
taken in hastily improvised ambulances to 
hospitals and hotels. 

All the fatalities occurred in the smok- 
ing car, which was telescoped by the bag- 
gage car. Here also were most of those 
who were injured, only two occupants of 
this car escaping injury. There are only 
four physicians in Enderlin, and a special 
train with physicians and nurses was 
hastily made up at Valley City and rushed 
to Enderlin. 

Only a few passengers in the day 
coaches were injured. None of the sleep- 
ings cars left the track, and in these there 
were no casualties.

Hicks Repeats His Praise of To- 
bacco as Food. 


RATS BOTHERED HIM A LOT 


But Did Him One Good Turn—An Im- 
provised Musical Device Amused 
Him for Days. 


Special to The New York Times. 
BAKERSFIELD, Cal., Dec. 23.—In the 


best of spirits and not at all weakened by 


his fifteen days’ entombment in the heart 
of Granite Mountain, from which he was 
released shortly before midnight last 
night, Lindsay B. Hicks to-day told the 
story of his terrible experience. 

“It was awful close in there,” he said, 
“and at first I thought I would die like 
the poor fellows above me did. God, that 
was awful to hear them moaning and 
twisting in the débris, dying by inches 
from suffocation, but after a while a cool 
draught of air came sweeping up from be- 
low, and I knew then that I would never 
be without air, as there would always be 
a current through crevices. 

“Well, when the crash came I started to 
run up the shaft, keeping along the right 
rail A falling timber struck me and I fell 
to the floor, and when I tried to get up I 
was ¢losed in. The timber didn’t hurt me 
much, and In a few days I was all right 
again, I never had any fear. The death 
struggles of the other men were awful. 
After the fifth day I knew that I would be 
saved. A feeling came over me that God 
was with me. I am grateful to God, and 
I will never go'to hell if praying can save. 

“‘And maybe you won't believe me; but 
sometimes down there I really enjoyed 
myself. That tobacco saved my life. It 
is the greatest foodstuff on earth, and but 
for it I would be in there a cold corpse 
right now. After my plug gave out I 
tried hard to reach an empty sack which 
lay just above me. I was lying on my 
back most of the time. The rats would 
run around, and I had a hard time keep- 
ing them from eating the sack. I struck 
at them, but they were almost out of 
reach. 

“At last two hit it and knocked the 
tobacco sack down. There were only a 
few grains in it, but the taste of these 
gave me renewed life. Thp rats became 
thicker each day, and sometimes it gave 
me a shudder when I felt one run across 
my face. 

How He Amused Himself. 

“Then sometimes I amused myself with 
the bell wire which fell right in front of 
me, By pulling a long time I broke this 
and then I would play tunes with it on 
my teeth or tinkle the ends together. At 
last I gat .so I could play @ rood tune on 
the wire, and many a weary hour passed 
in this amusement. 

“J don’t understand why my Iimbs are 
not all swollen, but only my knees are a 
bit sore. 

“YT was so cramped in there that I 
could not stretch my legs out and when 
I wanted to rest I would stick one of my 
legs down a crevice and stretch. You see 
the back of my trousers {g worn out from 
shifting about. When I wanted to sleep 
I just put my hat on a wheel of the car 
and rested my head on it. 

“I will stay here a while and think 
over all the offers I have received. Of 
course I know I am somewhat of a 
curiosity, and I do not deny that I con- 
sider making some easy \money. One 
thing certain, I will not leave here until 
I have had that Christmas dinner with 
the Doc. He boasted once too often about 
that turkey, and I am going to take him 
at his word about eating all the dark 
and white meat.” 

The ‘‘ Doc’’ to whom Hicks referred is 
Dr. Stinchfield, who worked almost con- 
tinuously with the rescuers. 

The Release. 


The last cut on the drift which released 
Hicks was made at 11:12 o'clock last 
night. 

No sooner was the segment of débris 
removed and the way left open than 
Hicks began to scrape away the rocks 
and earth and crawl toward the opening. 

With arms in front of his head fhe went 
into the miniature tunnel and began to 
work his way slowly through to the other 

side of a dump car, near which he has 
remained during the excavating. 

“His arms were seized by Dr. Stinchfield 
and Miner Gents. The two, exerting all 
their strength, pulled the miner into the 
main tunnel. The blindfold that Hicks 
had been ordered to put on was removed, 
as the tunnel was only dimly lighted by 
candle. ° 

There, a hundred feet from the face of 
the mountain and within a few steps of 
the place were the miner had lain en- 
tombed, occurred a pathetically joyful 
scene. Dr, Stinchfield, with tears in his 
eyes and his hands laid affectionately on 
Hicks’s shoulders, said: 

“ Well, how are you, old boy?” 

There were tears in the eyes of Hicks 
as well as he replied: 

“JT am feeling fine. I can never thank 
you, doctor, for what you have done.” 

And then came Supt. Coone of the Edi- 
son Power Company, the man who has 
stayed by the work day and night, doing 
every move in the rescue of Hicks, He 
came forward and took Hicks by both 
hands and said: 

“I am glad to see you again, old man.” 

Hicks, his voice choked with emotion, 
attempted to thank him also for his ef- 
forts in his behalf. 

Five Others Perished. 

The tunnel in which the accident oc- 
curred was being built by the Edison 
Power Company. On Dec. 7 the vertical 
walls of a deep cut fell In on Hicks and 
five other workmen. It was first thought 
that all had perished under the hundreds 
of tons of rock and earth. Three days 
later a tapping on the Iron rail of the 
little tramway running through the drift 
gave the first intimation that a man still 
alive was buried beaneath the débris. 

A seventy-foot pipe, two inches in 
diameter, was immediately forced through

entombed. A heavy dirt car had become 
wedged in the débris in such a way as to 
keep the immense weight from crushing 
him. 

By means of the pipe Hicks kept in 
communication with a big force of resou- 
ers at once organized. Milk was poured 
down the pipe.

MAY DRAIN CARNEGIE LAKE. 


——_— 
Repairs to Raritan Canal Cannot Be 


Made Unless the Water Is Removed. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TRENTON, N. J., Dec. 23.—If Supt. 
Henry W. Dunn of the Delaware and 
Raritan Canal Company succeeds in mak- 
ing an agreement with Counselor Alex- 
ander Reading Gulick, representing An- 
drew Carnegie, the water will be drawn 
from Carnegie Lake to-morrow and the 
fine skating there spoiled for the Winter. 

All of this because, it is alleged, the 
Carnegie engineerg did not allow for the 
enormous pressure against the banks of 
the canal should the water be drawn 
from the fourteen-mile level and the 
water remain in Carnegie Lake. Supt. 
Dunn says that if the waters of Carnegie 
Lake are not drawn, off it will be im- 
possible to draw off the water in the 
canal in order to make needed repairs. 

He says that the waters in the lake are 
higher than in the canal, and to draw off 
the canal would be to force.the waters 
of Millstone River, which go under the 
canal in an aqueduct, through the 
bottom of the canal and ruin miles of 
canalbank. 


BIG EARTHQUAKE SOMEWHERE 


British and Continental Instruments 
Record it—Shock in Turkestan. 


LONDON, Dec, 23.—A big earthquake 
of nearly three hours’ duration was rec- 
orded last evening by the selsmographs 
on the Isle of Wight, and at Laibach, 
Bologna, and Florence,

LIVE FROG IN A COAL LUMP. 


Surprising Discovery Described by a 
Maryland Miner.

CUMBERLAND, Md., Dec. 28.—John 
Savage, a miner in the Enterprise mine, 
at Buck Hill, a suburb of Lonaconing, this 
county, was very much astonished yes- 
terday, he says, when, in breaking a 
lump of coal, a live frog jumped out of it 
and hopped around his feet. 

Savage says the hole in the lump in 
which the animal may have snoozed for 
centuries was not large enough to allow 
any room for exercise. 

Many other miners say they saw the 
discovery. The frog measured six and a 
half inches. It lived for some time after 
it was released.

JAMES BRYCE DECLINES 
OFFER OF A PEERAGE 


Will Be First Plain Citizen to Rep- 
resent Britain Here, 


CANADA NOT WITHOUT HOPE 


Belief There That a Canadian Also 
WIll Be Sent to Safeguard the 
DomiInion’s Interests. 


LONDON, Monday, Dec. 24.—James 
Bryce, it\would appear, has declined a 
peerage and, according to The Daily Tele 
egraph, will go to the United States ag 
British Ambassador without changing 
his name, and thus be tne first plain 
citizen to represent his country at Wash- 
ington. And, says The Chronicle, “Amer- 
icans who know and honor him as James 


Bryce will esteem him all the more bo-+ 
cause he declined a title.” 

The finding of a successor for Mr. 
Bryce as Chief Secretary for Ireland 
is giving Sir Henry Campbell-Banner- 
man considerable trouble, judging from 
the many possible candidates named. Ace 
cording to the latest gossip,. Louis Hare 
court, First Commissjoner of Works, 
has declined the position. 

Most of the newspapers this morning 
print editorials on Mr. Bryce’s departure 
from the Cabinet and necessary changes 
in the Ministry. The Standard urges that 
a much larger salary should be attached 
to the Washington Embassy, even if it 
necessitates similar increases in other em- 
baseles, ag it says the existing salary is 
inadequate to maintain the dignity of the 
post. 

The comments of the Irish papers of all 
shades regarding Mr. Bryce's departure ° 
are rather cool. They generally regard 
Mr. Bryce as lacking in necessary sym- 
pathy and as having been rather a weak 
than a strong Irish Secretary. 

The Tribune in an editorial says that 
the close connection into which Mr. 
Bryce will be brought with President 
Roosevelt will give the Ambassador an 
opportunity of pushing forward the work 
of The Hague Conference. ** Indeed, it 
like Lord Pauncefote, he were to pass for | 
three months from Washington to The 
Hague,” The Tribune adds, “it woula 
solve the very critical question of find- 
ing a perfectly suitable representative for 
Great Britain at the gathering.” 

W. T. Stead, in an address at West-!

It may only be that Britain has decided 
to send the same typé of man to Wash- 
ington as the Arm ‘icans have sent to 
London—a foremost citizen and a brilliant 
scholar and a gentleman—yet the feeling 
is strong in Canada that under the new 
régime Canadian interests will not be 
handled with that imperial spirit which 
up till now has dominated Canadian 
policy. 

The general opinion of the public men 
at the Canadian capital seems to be that 
the appointment of Mr, Bryce is a compli. 
ment to United States diplomacy, which 
sent brilliant men to London, and that a 
Canadian will also be appointed to lool 
after Canadian interests. 

The newspapers so far are singularly 
silent.

FOREIGN CHRISTMAS DRAFTS. 


|Holiday Business Heavier Than Ever 
Before, Banks Report. 

Several hundred thousand dollars have 
been shipped home to Europe for Christ- 
mas this year, through the banks, by for- 
jeigners employed in. New York. This 
| year, probably because of the high rates 
wages, the banks have been busier 
with this class of exchange than usual. 
|The bulk of the drafts go to England and 
Ireland. 

Servants send most of this money, and 
none is apparently so poor or ragged that 
jhe or she has not at least the equivalent 
of a pound sterling to send home to the 
old folks. In the branch bank on Times 
| Square alone, in the neighborhood of 
which several thousand servants are em- 
ployed in the big restaurants and hotels,

decorated carts that line the curbs are 
quick at a bargain.

Christmas is an institution on the east 
side, and is dear to the heart of the east 
sider. For once in the year the pushcart 
man can ply his trade without fear of in- 
terference from the omnipresent. police- 
man, 

‘‘Sure, there's lots of Italians who have 


no other chance to get presents fer the 
children, so we let them sell what they 
want on Sundays like this.” 

The foregoing sentiment was expressed 
by a big policeman yesterday as he stood 
slapping his cold fingers at Mulberry and 
Bayard Streets. Ajl about him went on 
the buying and selling and bickering. It 
was anything but a usual Sunday scene. 
Husky vendors, clad in as many colors as 
the sunny Italian mind can conceive, cried 
musically their wares. Old women, with 
the inevitable shawl of the east side 
drawn about their faces, went about pok- 
ing into cart after cart—making few pur- 
chases and refusing many offers. Chil- 
dren darted about, in and out from be- 
tween the carts, swinging cans filled with 
porws coals, and adding to the general 

in. 

Mulberry Street from Hester south was 
one great market place, and the carts 
overflowed at the intersection of cross- 
town ways, extending for several blocks 
in each direction. he Christmas spirit 
was everywhere. 


“Old Glory” Not Forgotten. 

Green and red were the colors that dec- 
orated the carts, the houses, and many 
of the people. The flag of Italy inter- 
twined with ‘‘Old Glory’’ was the fa- 
vorite decoration—always excepting 
strings of garlic, artistically festooned. 
Had the air been less biting and the tene- 
ments less lofty the visitor to the Sunday 
perme might have imagined himself in 
taly. 

There were grapes, great bunches of 
them, and apples and bananas and figs, 
strung in festoons. There were apples, 
and carts full of Italian pastry—creations 
in the line of gingerbread that would 
have done credit to an artist. There were 
gingerbread hearts, measuring a foot 
through, and gingerbread arrows and 
shields. Some of them bore inscriptions 
in candied frosting, and some were made 
more beautiful by candied flowers placed 
in the centre of scrolls. 

There were carts full of celery, and 
others containing cabbages; still others 
were heaped with toys, and about these 
latter were invariable groups of wistful- 
eyed youngsters. There were drums and 
horns and toy banks and woolly dogs 
and sprigs of green pine branches and 
pine cones, 

Then there were still other carts load- 
ed with artichokes and lettuce. A little 
further along were articles of clothing— 
bright-colored mufflers and gloves and 
neckties. And each one of the vendors 
had his or her particular cry.

The purchasers were of all colors and 
creeds. Christians and non-Christians 
seemed to enter into the spirit of the 
occasion with equal zest. Hebrews bought 

toys for their children, who could not 

understand any reason why they should 
not have gifts as well as Pasquale Giotto 

and ‘‘ Patsy ’’ Hooligan. Christmas was a 

time of good cheer, apparently, for them, 
as well as for those of Christian faith. 

But the market of the street is not the 
only place one may do his holiday shopping 
'on the Sunday before Christmas. China- 
|town, with its gorgeous bazaars, was do- 
ing a thriving business yesterday. Men 
and women who had not had the oppor- 
itunity or the price to patronize the great 
lemporiums of Broadway and Fifth Ave- 
| swooped down upon the _ crooked 
istreets of the quarter until they out- 
;numbered the coolies. The stores were 
crowded, and the chop suey joints car- 
| ried on a thriving trade. 


Even Chinamen Say “Melly Clistmas.” 
The Chinese clerks had imbibed the 
spirit along with the others of the cast 
side. ‘‘ Melly .Clistmas”’ was offered to 
every buyer. In the stores were displayed 
the goods of most gorgeous hue. Silks 


and satins, embroidered as only Orientals 
embroider, elephants of ivory, chairs of 
ebony, sandalwood boxes and slippers of 
red and gold. As night came down the 
crowds increased, until the narrow streets 
were full of hurrying shoppers from curb 
to curb. 

Further up in Division Street the milli- 
nery establishments, strictly Hebrew in- 
stitutions, did a big business. And it was 
the regular Christmas business of the east 
side. 

But uptown, on the west side, Sixth 
Avenue, Twenty-third Street, Fifth Ave- 
nue, were deserted.

Holiday shopping on the Sunday before | 
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RUSSO-JAPANESE TROUBLE. 


Impatience In Tokio at Russia’s Delay 
in Fulfilling Promises. '

TOKIO, Dec. 23.—Some impatience , 
is expressed by the Japanese newspa- 
pers owing tothe fact that although 
fourteen months have elapsed since the 
signature of the Portsmouth treaty, 
all four promises given by Russia in 
that treaty are still unfulfilled. These 
are the conclusion of the fishery con- 
vention and a commercial treaty, the 
construction of railway connections in 
Manchuria, and payment of the cost of 
the maintenance of prisoners. 

Meanwhile the Russian press is seek- 
ing to inflame public opinion against 
Japan, whose proposals in no way ex- 
ceed her just rights. | 

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 23.—Sev- 
eral organs of the Russian press dis- | 
cuss the question of submitting the 
Russo-Japanese differences to arbitra- 
tion, as if this course had been practi- 
cally decided on. This would neces- 
sarily imply that the negotiations be- 
tween the two countries are incapable 
of direct adjustment. I am in the po- 
sition to emphatically contradict such 
presentments of the tase. 

According to information from trust- 
worthy sources, the Russian alern-| 
ment is animated by the sincerest de- 
sire honorably to fulfill the obligations 
contracted at Portsmouth. The nego- 
tiations, it is true, have been pro- 
longed, but that is chiefly because Ar- 
ticle 11, dealing with the rights of 
fishery, was drafted in very general 


terms. The differences which arose 
between Great Britain and France 


gest the necessity for Russia to go 
slowly in the fishery question between 
herself and Japan. 


Prominent Rabbis Discuss Their Atti- 
tude Toward the Festival. 


Two Jewish rabbis preached yesterday 
on the relation of their faith to Christ- 
mas. | One—the Rev. Dr. J. L. Magnes— 
told his congregation at Temple Emanu- 
El that the real Jew resents the activity 
of those of his fellows who would strip! 
Christmas of its beauty. He said, in 
part: 

“In a very few days there will ring 
throughout the land ‘ Glory to God in the 
highest; peace on earth, good will to 
men.” Throughout one-half of the civy- 
ilized world men will bow down before a} 
Jew who was born in a manger and to 
whose birth a bright star pointed, so 
that shepherds and Kings attended his 
birth. It is a wondrous thing to realize 
that one-half of the world will sing out, 
in the words of the Jews of old, ‘ Peace 
on earth, good will to men.’ And the 


Christmas carols will cheer many a home 
and the Christmas trees, with their bright 
lights and all the beauteous things, will 
be in the fireside of men and women 
throughout the world. 

“Yet we Jews—that is, those of us who 
are not over-subtile, over-rich, or over- 
cowardly, those who are plain Jews and 
Jewesses—hold ourselves aloof and do not 
sing this song, Why does the Jew with- 
hold from participation, in the first place? 
Since nineteen hundred and more years 
ago this Christ child was born in a man-

A lively anticipa- 
tion of the festive day of Christendom 
permeates the people. The Christmastide 
carries all things before it and makes 
hearts thrill with more kindly, charita- 
ble impulses. What, then, shall be the 
attitude of a thoughtful, consistent, lib- 
eral-minded Jew to whom Judaism as a 
religion means something at this time 
which is so laden with happiness for his 
Christian fellow-men? Speaking for my- 
self alone, I say such attitude can be 
thus formulated. We sympathize with 
the message of peace and good will which 
is as much Jewish as Christian; we dissent 
from the dogmas which in Christendom 
have become indisolvably interwoven with 
this message.

Loads of Gifts and Fun at Tony 
Pastor’s and Tammany Hall. 


LITTLE FOLK IN A SCRAMBLE 


Such a Rush to Get the Good Things ! 
—Grown-Ups See Some Good 
Juvenile Acting. 


One thousand children who. for perhaps 
300 days and nights of the last twelve 
months have toiled hard and lived on 
“the road” gathered together and came 
into their own again last night at what 
Tony Pastor and the committee of ladies 
having the affair in charge called the 
Christmas Festival of the Little Children 
of the Stage. And for three or four hours 
the children were completely happy in a 
really childish way. 

The Festival was held in Tony Pastor’s 
Theatre and in Tammany Hall, opening 
with a variety performance given by a 
number of the children themselves.

If Mr. Roberts could manage to get the 
letters into the hands of Saint Nick him- 
self without the intervention of Mrs. Sit- 
tig or some other third person, it would 
be all right. But the official of the Post 
Office Department. who is charged with 
seeing those particular wheels keep whir- 

ring is a skeptical bachelor, who ‘has for- 
gotten his own boyhood visits from Kris 
Kringle, and now declares emphatically 
that all communications bearing such ad- 
dress must find their fate in the Dead Let 
ter Office. 

Steps will be taken to-morrow morning 
to ascertain officially whether Postmaster 
Roberts was merely expressing his good- 
will for the Brooklyn children or has 
really been delivering the Santa Claus 
letters to Mrs. Sittig and others. If it 
turns out that Mr. Roberts has had the 
temerity to violate the sacrosanct rules 
of the department he will be reminded 
that sympathy and sentiment are not 
parts of ‘the qualification of Postmasters 
under this régime, and that their business 
lis to forward undeliverable letters ta the 
Dead Letter Office.

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MERCHANTS TO CHECK 
FRAUDS IN BANKRUPTCY 


Wholesalers Will Proceed Against | 
Dishonest Debtors. 


SCHLESSEL CASE AN esis 
District Attorney Will Soon Move the | 


Trial of Man Merchants’ Assocla- 


tion Has Investigated. 


The heavy losses sustained by whole- 
Sale merchants in this city through the 
action of some of their customers in hav- 
ing themselves declared bankrupts fraud- 
ulently, has led to persistent, aggressive 
Work on the part of the Federal and 
county authorities, acting in conjunction 
with the Merchants’ Protective Associa- 
tion. They are determined not only to 
minimize the evil, but eventually to wipe 
it out entirely. Until recent years con- 
victions have been had but seldom under 
the bankruptcy law, for the reason that 
the offenders, mostly small dealers of the 
lawer east side, have covered their con- 
cealment of assets so skilfully, under the 
guise of legitimate business transactions, 
that their creditors have been too muoh 
discouraged to prosecute; where cases 
were prosecuted the wholesaler frequently 
found himself under an extra expense of 
from $1,000 to $2,000, without obtaining 
sutigfactory results. In the Kanter case, 
which was carried to the Court of Ap- 
peals, the creditors spent $20,000. 


The Coming Schlessel Trial. 


A case which will open the movement 
to reform these conditions has been in| 
preparation for more than two years. It 
will be tried in General Sessions this 
week, as soon ag Assistant District At- 
torney FrancisP. Garvan finishes the 
prosecution of Col. Mann of Town Topics 
on the charge of perjury. Nathan Schles- 
sel is the man who will be put on trial. 
It is alleged that he is a fraudulent bank- 
rupt and that he caused three of his 
employes to file the petition—apparently 
involuntary—against him. 

According to those interested in his 
prosecution, Schlessel was in the cloak 
business at 132 Greene Street, when, on} 
Nov. 19, 1903, he tried to get $20,000 worth | 
of silk from William Openhym & ineieat | 
He wrote, it is alleged, that he would 
not give the firm such a big order except 
for the fact that he greatly admired their 
salesman and liked their way of doing | 
business. He didn’t get the silk. It is| 
alleged that he already owed this firm 
for goods, as well as Faulkner, Paige & 
Co., Bernheimer & Walter, Iselin & Co., 
Achelis, Frederick & Victor, and others. 
When Schlessel wrote to the Openhyms | 
for the silk it is alleged he declared in| 
writing that he had a surplus of $92,773.83 | 
to his credit in the cloag business, The | 
petition in bankruptcy was filed on Dec. 
1, 1903, or less than two weeks after he 
tried to buy the silk from the Openhyms. 
The creditors were able to find only $5,000 | 
worth of assets. 


Disappearance of Schlessel’s Assets. 
Naturally, there was an immediate in- 
quiry as to what had become of Schles- 
sel’s property. The following facts were 
unearthed: Schlessel was the proprietor | 
of the Schlessel Bank in Rivington Street. 
Just before the failure he turned the 
bank over to his brother Max. He sold 
the bulk of his cloak stock to lesser deal- 
ers, and then disposed of their accounts 
to one Charles Rosenberg for. $20,000, | 
whieh was promptly paid. in checks. 
Schlessel as promptly turned the checks 
over to his brother Max, at the bank, and 
in defense of this action he declared that 
the bank was heavily. involved, and that 


when Max took charge of it he, Nathan, | 
had obligated himself to “‘dig up” the | 
funds to help it out. 

On receiving this information Schlessel’s 
creditors were puzzled. There didn’t seem j 
to be a chance of getting anything back. | 
Then they heard the dramatic story told} 
by Isadore Blosbang, who, with two other 
men employed by Schlessel, made Schles- 
sel a bankrupt. Blosbang declared he had 
sold buttons to Schlessel and that he 
walked into Schlessel’s office and loudly 
demanded that he be paid. 

“I told him to give me the money for! 
the buttons I sold him,’ said Blosbang} 
when filing the bankruptcy petition, “ and | 
he threw me out of his office.’’ | 

Blosbang went weeping to a saloon after | 
his interview with Schlessel, according to| 
his testimony, and drank a glass of beer} 
to steady his nerves. Sympathetic persons |} 
in the place asked him what the matter} 
was and he told them how badly ScHlesse!l | 
had treated him. Then a man offered to} 
get a lawyer for him. When asked who 
the man was Blosbang replied: 

“TI know him personally, but I don't 
know his name.’’ } 

Then he did see a lawyer and told him] 
that he was going to make Schlessel fail. | 
The lawyer told him it would take three 
creditors to do that, so Blosbong found 
two. others. 

The authorities and lawyers interested 
in the outcome of the case strongly sus-| 
pect that the scene related by Blosbang 
Was thoroughly rehearsed in advance. | 
Blosbang, who afterward went into busi- 
ness for himself, is now a prisoner in the | 
Tombs awaiting trial on another charge. 


The Arrest of Schlessel. 


Nothing was done in the Schlessel mat- 
ter fora year. Then, in 1904, on the com- 
plaint of the Openhyms, who were repre- 
sented by Lawyer Julius Henry Cohen, 
Schlessel was arrested for transferring a 
check to his brother when he was in- 
solvent. The case went from the police] 
court to Special Sessions, and thence to 
General Sessions. It has taken two years | 
to work up a case which, in the view of | 
the authorities, will hold. In the mean- 
time, Schlesse], who was released on bail, 
has been engaged in business at 8 Wash- 
ington Place as manager of the Schlessel 
Cloak & Iuit Company. He says he gets 
$60 a week and a commission of 2 per 
cent. on sales. Max Schilessel is supposed 
to own the concern. 

According to the estimates of Schiessel’s | 
creditors, something like $209,000 disap- 

eared in two weeks—if Schlessel’s word | 

s to be taken. He told the Openhyms, | 
when he sought to extend his credit with } 
them, that he had $92,000; on Dec. 12, at 
a meeting of his creditors, he declared 
that his sole possessions when the bank- 
ruptcy petition was filed were $15,000 
worth of stock and $3,000 in real estate; 
he also declared that he owed $135,000, 

When fraud of the sort alleged in the} 
complaint against Schlessel was first dis- | 
covered a few years ago, Lawyer Cohen} 
was appointed a Special United States As- 
sistant District Aitorney to\Xinvestizgate 
the cases. In this capacity he succeeded 
jn convicting before Judge Holt, Cohn, 
Simpson, and Mann as fraudul#nt bank- | 
rupts. These were the first convictions! 
‘for conspiracy under the bankruptcy law 
jn the Federal courts of this country, and} 
the convicted men were sentenced to the} 
full penalty. So important did Judge Holt | 
consider these convictions that he adyo-| 
cated the widest publicity of the court’s| 
findings. yl ‘

COURT PAPERS JUGGLED 
TO ACQUIT PRISONER 


Special Sessions Justices Oust 
Clerk Herbert Mase. 


A DISCOVERY BY JEROME 


Papers in the Case Against Dance Hall 
Proprietor Marked “ Discharged” 
When He Had Never Been Tried. 


With the summary dismissal of Herbert 
H. Mase, who had been a clerk in Spe- 
cial Sessions for eleven years, there is 
likely to be brought to light a condition 
of affairs in that court which may cause 
other heads to fall. 

It is also hoped that investigation will 
reveal a method by which prisoners ar- 
rested for misdemeanors have not only 
esoaped punishment, but have even avoid- 
ed the inconvenience of a trial. Mase’s 
oase is to be laid before District Attorney 
Jerome, and a thorough investigation of 
the court machinery in Special Sessions 
will follow. 

These were the grounds upon which tne 
Board of Justices removed Mase from his 
position. On Jan. 30 last a negro named 
Harry Holmes, who ran a dance hall at 
104 West Thittieth Street, was arrested 
for a violation of the excise law. He 
gave bail. On the 4th of March following 
Holmes was arrested again on the same 
charge, and a second time furnished bail 
Frank A. Boland was his lawyer. 

Neither Holmes nor his dance hall bear 
an enviable reputation in the Tenderloin. 
His place is but a few doors from the 
West Thirtieth Street Police Station. It 
figured in the trial of the negro Spriggs, 


| who was sentenced to twenty years for 
j} abduction last Spring. 


There was nothing particularly extraor- 
dinary in the fact that Holmes was 
twice arrested for excise violations in a 
place of this character, but what did 
strike the persons who discovered it as 
peculiar was that up to Dec. 10 Liolmes 
had not been brought to trial on either 
charge. Assistant District Attorney 
Miner, who is in charge of the Bond 
Bureau in the District Attorney's office, 
chanced to be looking over the bond rec-

Culkin and Fuller then had a talk with 
Mase, and as a result Fuller advised 
Mase to present his resignation at once. 
Before he had a chance to do so the 
Justices themselves investigaced, and 
summoned Mase before them. He ap- 
peared and atternpted to hand in his res- 
ignation. Justice Zeller threw it back to 
him. 

Mase asked if he could say something 
in his defense. He was told he could if 
he would make a clean breast of every- 
thing. This he refused to do, saying that 
he would rather be dismissed at once than 
tell the whole truth about the mater. 
Thereupon the Board at once ailsmissed 
him, 

So far the only improper transaction in 
which Mase is accused of figuring is that 
by which the Holmes cases were kept off 
the calendar for trial and the eppers 
wrongfully marked ‘ discharged.”’

BARGE CANAL PROGRESS. 


Seventy Miles Under Contract, Says 
the State Engineer’s Report. 


ALBANY, Dec, 23.—Contracts have been 
let for .about $20,000,000 worth of barge 
canal work, plans for about $18,000,000 
worth of work haye.been completed, and 
plans involving the expenditure of about 
$12,000,000 more are far enough advanced 
to permit their completion within the next 
‘threes months, according to a summary 
made public to-night by the retiring State 
Engineer and Surveyor, Henry A. Van Al- 
styne, of the work in his department for 
the two years just closing. 

Seventy of the 440 miles of barge canal 
are now under contract, says the report. 
The entire force of. engineers, draughts- 
men, clerical employes, and laborers em- 
ployed on the work varies from 200 to 400 
men at different. seasons of the year, 
| every employe being selected in accord- 
| ance with'the State civil service laws. 

The estimated cost of the work actually 
under contract, says the State Engineer, 
jis about $2,000,000 less than the cost esti- 


| mated for those portions of the canal at 


; the time the Canal .act was prepared. 
“This work has been placed under con- 
| tract when the prices of labor and mate- 
rial were much ‘higher than when the 
original estimate was made,’ says he. 
Highway improvement work is treated 
at length-in the report, the State Engin- 
eer pointing to the fact that plans for the 
improvement of about 2,500 miles of main 
roads have been approved by the Boards 
of Supervisors. Of these 2,500 miles 
about .800. miles. have been constructed, 
; and in addition thereto, between 6500 and 
600 miles are under contract, and will be 
| completed in the coming year.

NINE PRISONERS ESCAPE 
FROM AN OHIO. JAIL 


Led by Clarendon Henri, Accused 
of Stealing a Picture. 


GOT OUT IN DAYLIGHT 


Men Scattered as Soon as They Were 
at Liberty—Four Have Been 
Captured. 


. Special to The New York Times. 

CINCINNATI, Deé. 23.—By means of a 
key obtained “from ‘the’ locker of a 
guard this.morning nine of the most 
dangerous prisoners made their es- 
cape from a second-story window of 
the jail here in broad daylight. They 
were led by Clarendon Henri, who was 
captured in New York recently and held 
here on a«chargé of having stolen the 
famous picture, ‘Girl Knitting,’’ from 
the Cincinnati Art Museum. Four were 
recaptured, 

During church service hours, between 9 
and 11 o'clock, the men got away. They 
unlocked a door that led to a narrow pas- 
sageway leading to an areaway between 
the outer wall and the cell block. There 
two fifteen-foot ladders were found. They 
were spliced together with strips of bed- 
clothing taken from the bunks of two of 
the prisoners, and were afterward used 
as a bridge. A bar was sawed on one of 
the windows, and after forcing it aside 
the prisoners placed the spliced ladder 
from the ledge across to the top of the 
Board of Reviews Building, facing the 

) Jail, and crawled over it. Then they 
walked to the north Court Street side of 
the building and gropped twenty feet to 

, the ground. 

The men scattered in pairs as soon as 


they had gained their liberty. A small 
boy passing dowm Sycamore Street was 
the first to give the alarm to the jail of- 
fieers. Then the hunt began for the 
prisoners. All of the police in the ad-

OF LEO WAS UNHEEDED 


Late Pope’s Counsel Would Have 
Solved French Difficulties, 


INFIDELS NOW ABUSE POWE 


The Present War Against Christianity 
—Idea of State’s Omnipoterte 
the Nation’s Bane. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Dec. 23.—Archbishop 
Ireland, in qa sermon at the cathedral this 
morning on the topic ‘Church and State 
in France,’”’ after saying that the bane of 
France always had been the idea of the 
omnipotence of the State, and that the 
Catholics, if the ascendency, also prob- 
ably would be led by it into a misuse of 

ower, continued: 

‘No one understood France better than 
Leo XIII. He bade all Catholics seek the 
welfare of the country and of the Church 
within the ranks of loyal adherents to the 
republic. Had Leo been listened to 
France in all probability would have es- 
caped the religious persecution of the 
present day. Monarchical ideas and} 
plottings have done dreadful injury to 
the Church in France.”’ 

In beginning his discourse he said: 

“The conflict raging at the present 
time between the Church and the State in 
France awakens universal and profound 
interest. It could not be otherwise were 
it only for the personalities of the con- 
testants: on theone side the Catholic 
Church, which for ages has swayed the 
moral and religious life of tens of mill- 
ions of mankind, and demands, as in 
heaven's name, the right to continue its 
work adown the coming ages; on the 
other the ‘ grande nation,’ which since the 
days of Clovis and Charlemagne has rev- 
eled in the title of ‘eldest daughter? of 
the Church and hag held so long amid 
peoples the most conspicuous place in the 
vanguard of religion and of civilization. 


Predicts Better Times. 


“For the moment the situation is un- 
doubtedly serious for both contestants. 
Yet, seen more anear, it reveals no color- 
ing of despair, either for France or for the 
Church of France. A bright morning, I 
dare predict, will at a not distant time 
dawn over the field of battle, dropping 
from the skies sunshine and peace and 
begetting both in the Church and in 
France joy and exultation that the pas- 
sage at arms, angry as it was, has opened 
the way to a cledrer understanding of 
mutual interests, to a warmer glow of 
olden mutual love. 

‘*And now, by act of Parliament, the 
Concordat is abolished, a régime of sepa- 
ration is instituted. Let not Americans 
be misled by words which have a totally 
different significance in their land from 
what is allowed to them in France. Sepa- 
ration of the Church from the State in 
America means liberty and justice; there 
it means servitude and oppression. 

“Under advice from the head of the 
Church, the Bishops of France refused 
the associations offered by the Law of 
Separation. They acted from principle; 
in the interest of religion they could not 
approve such associations; they could not 
by tolerating them appear to approve 
them, Pope and’ Bishops knew the con- 
sequences that were to follow; the spirit 
of the Governnment was not hidden from 
their eyes; it was an eta of persecution. 

“It is a lamentable fact that there is 
in France a party bent on the destruction 
of religion. The war. is made on the 
Catholic .Church because she in France 
represents religion. In reality, in intent, 
and in fact, the war is against Christiani- 
ty under any form, against religion of 
any kind, against the idea itself of a 
God reigning over man. The old spirit 
of Voltaire and the encyclopedists of the 
eighteenth century never died out in 
France. 

“This party of infidels and atheists is 
far from being France, but it is active, 
persistent, unscrupulous, and it forces 
itself with vengeance to the front. It 
has grasped the helm of power and it 
steers the ship of state into the darkest 
depths of unbelief and irreligion. Yes- 
terday it was Combes, the most brutal 
of all; to-day it is Clemenceau, some- 
what more subdued in his hatred, but yet 
a leader in the fight. ~ 


Omnipotence. of the State. 


“With such men there reigns another 
idea—the omnipotence of the State. This 
ever the plague of France, even 
when her rulers were devaut Catholics.

VATICAN FOILED SEARCHERS. 


Had Removed Papers in Paris Nun- 
ciature to an Embassy. 


ROME, Dec. 23,—The Vatican says the 
French Government has not sent a tele- 
graphic circular to its representatives 
abroad in answer to the protest of the 
Holy See concerning the searching of the 
nunciature at Paris and the expulsion of 
Mgr. Montagnini, but has merely commu- 
nicated with the diplomats accredited to 
Paris. 

The Vatican now does not conceal the fact 
that the important documents in the run- 
ciature were transferred to the embassy 
of a Catholic power long before the 
search was made. While it is not Known 
to what embassy they were taken, it is 
known that it was not that of Italy, It 
is supposed they were conveyed to the 
Austrian Embassy. It is also stated that 
the cipher code confiscated was that used 
during the time Mgr. Clari was the Papal 
Nuncio at Paris and was obsolete.

NEARLY GOT HIS $30,000: 


“John W. Gates’s” Winnings Opened 
Winer’s Eyes to a Swindle. 


Twelve men accused of trying to work 
a fake wire tapping game at the ex- 
pense of Martin Winter of 112 West 
Eighty-fifth Street were held in $1,000 
bail each yesterday,j to appear for ex- 
amination on Wednefday, by Magistrate 
Sweetser in the West Side Court. Winter 
said that, had it not been for their mis- 
take in telling him of bets “just made 
by John W. Gates, who never lost,’”’ he 
would probably have turned over about 
$30,000 to them, as he had that amount 
ready to invest in the scheme, 

Winter became suspicious when he was 
‘told‘ by the men that Mr. Gates often 
took advantage of.their game ind was a 
heavy winner. 

‘“‘I happened to know,” said Winter, 
“that Mr. Gates didn’t need to visit pool- 
rooms, and I held on to my money and 
notified Police Headquarters.” 

Tho result of the notification by Winter 
was a raid upon a room at 312 West 
Fifty-fifth Street, and the arrest of the 
defendants. The police produced in court 
a ‘‘dummy”’ telegraph instrumcnt which 


they say they found with a telephone in 
the alleged ‘‘fake’’ poolroom. 

Winter told the police he had made one 
bet and won $28, which he returned to 
one of the men who said he wished it to 
pay a commissioner at the race track, $5 
aday. He said that after this trarsaction 
he became suspicious, because of the 
boasts by the men of the way John W. 
Gates played and always won. He de- 
cided the men were waiting to get him 
on a large bet, and he gave tne informa- 
tion that brought about the raid. 


HUNT FOR A MISSING DOCTOR. 


No Trace of Dr. Weaver, Who Escaped 
from the State Asylum. 


Dr. Willlam N, Weaver, 86 years of age, 
a Yale graduate, may be frozen in the 
woods at or near Central Islip, L. I. 
Since he escapéd from the State Hospital 
for the Insane, at Central Islip, Sunday 
morning a week ago, no trace of him 
has been found, though Dr. George A. 
Smith, head of the hospital, and Dr. 
Marcus A. Heyman, Assistant Superin- 
tendent, have headed many searching 
parties, -- 

Dr. Weaver was graduated from Yale, 
studied medicine, and practiced in Hart- 
ford. A year ago he and his wife came 
to Manhattan, owing to the doctor’s men- 
tal condition, due to overwork. Last 
April _Mrs. Weaver had her husband re- 
moved to the hospital in Central Islip for 


treatment. 
Dr. Weaver is 6 feet 3 Inches in height 


and weighs about 185 pounds. He was 
kindly and genial when not depressed, 
and, owing to the apparent improvement 
in his condition, was allowed many lib- 
erties. Ags he manifested no disposition 
to leave the 1,000-acre inclosure of the 
hospital, gradually the slight espionage 
over him was relaxed, and he had been 
taking long morning walks alone for 
some days. He failed to return from his 
walk of a week ago yesterday. 

Dr. Weaver, notwithstanding his. splen- 
did physical health, had a hallucination 
that he might die any night from ex- 
haustion. 


SERVICES FOR FOREIGNERS. 


Episcopal Church to License Preachers 
in Other Tongues. 


Arrangements are being made by the 
Protestant Episcopal Church to supply 
services in districts inhabited by foreign- 
ers in the language of the majority of 
the population. Bishop Potter has al- 
ready licensed a man to preach in Yid- 
dish, and he will probably officiate in the 
old Pro-Cathedral, St. Priscilla’s, 130 
Stanton Street. Italtan services may be 
provided in St. Johrits, on Varick Street, 
and German services in Trinity. 

It is announced that these services are 
not to be of a missionary character, but 


are intended to give the opportunity of 
worship to those wHo cannot speak Eng- 
lish and until now have not been within 
reach of services conducted in their own 
tongue. The necessity of some such ar- 
rangement as that proposed is shown by 
the fact that, while the population below 
Fourteenth Street has within the last fiva 
years increased by 300,000, the numbér of 
Protestant churches has fallen off by 
four.

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SAN FRANCISCANS SHOW 
HOSTILITY TO JAPANESE 


Mass Meeting of Union Men Also 
Denounces the President. 


NO CONFIDENCE IN METCALF 


Demonstration for Mayor Schmitz Aft- 
er the Oriental Question Has 
Been Thrashed Out. ; 


Special to The New York Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Deo. 23.—At a great 
mass meeting in Walton’s Hall this after- 
noon resolutions were unanimously passed 
denouncing President Roosevelt for his 
attitude. on the» Japanese question and 
Secretary Metcalf. for his report on the 
conditions here and indorsing the action 
of the San Francisco Board of Educa- 
tion in segregating Oriental scholars. The 
resolutions were in part as follows: 

We insist upon, and shall to the limit of our 
power maintain, our rights under the Consti- 
tution of the United States and the Constitu- 
tion of California, and as a matter of practical 
necessity to the moral and mental well-being 
of our people, to segregate pupils in the com- 
mon schools in such manner as reason and ex- 
perience shall dictate, and to adont and enforce 
such other regulations as may be deemed wise 
and expedient in the conduct of our educational 
and other State or municipal affairs. 

We deplore the tenor of President Roose- 
velt’s message as misleading in its statements 
. er in its inferences and 

sions, and unwort t 
high office whence it pa bo Niagra onaons 

We resent the President’s threat of compul- 
sion by armed force in a matter clearly in the 

urview of municipal and State authority as 
nsulting to the State and as an: intolerable re- 
flection upon its rights as a sovereign con- 
Stituent of the United States. The powers 
vested in the Federal Government by the re- 
spective States are designed for use in pro- 
tecting the latter in the exercise of their re- 
served rights und functions. Consequently any 
attempt or threat to use these powers to pre- 
vent or obstruct the freest possible exercise of 
these rights and functions must be regarded 
as an act of usurpation, menacing the freedom 
of the American people, endangering the sta- 
pity oe Seeran iabtivetions, and demanding 

rongest possible protest 
every patriotic citizen. , ita Sao 

The resolutions dealing with Secretary 
Metcalf’s report declare that it contains 
numerous misstatements and misrepresen- 
tations, that it is utterly unworthy of 
credence and that its author has sought 
to betray the interests of California. Lack 
of confidence in Metcalf is expressed. 

The meeting was enthusiastic from be- 
ginning to end. It was presided over by 
O, V. Tveitmoe, President of the Japanese 
and Korean Exclusion League, and one 
of the best known labor leaders in Call- 
fornia. Waiton’s Hall was crowded, and 
probably 99 out of every 100 persons pres- 
ent were members of labor unions. The 
proceedings were quite orderly. When 
the names of President Roosevelt and 
Secretary, Metcalf were mentioned by the 
speakers there was no sign of hostility 
except complete silence. It was not until 
Mayor Schmitz, who was one of the 
speakers, mentioned Judge Dunne that 
those present broke out with hisses and 
groans, but the applause with which every 
point made against Japan and the Japa- 
nese was greeted was significant and 
ominous. 

Tveitmoe, who is a Norwegian, de- 
clared in his speech that the Oriental in- 
vasion, threatening the American people, 
“and not only them, but all Europe,” was 
the greatest issue ‘‘ before us to-day.’’ 
He discussed the Japanese from what he 
called the ‘biological side,’’ and said 
that if Americans and Japanese married 
the result would be ‘‘a nation of gaspipe 
thugs and human hyenas.” 

Walter MacArthur, another labor leader, 
said: “ If°we must have war, we will see 
to it that we bear ourselves well. When 


the smoke is cleareqd away the white 
man's flag will float tr!'umphant over the 
eld.”’ 

The applause that greeted this sentiment 
was deafeninz There was also great 
cheering when MacArthur declared that 
“If the Asiatics try our patience too 
much there will be violence.’”’ 

Senator McGowan described the Japa- 
nese as ‘‘inferior in every way.”’ Presi- 
dent Roosevelt he described as ;' our 
Presidential Vesuvius,’’ and He declared 
that “‘the sacred confines of our public 
schools shall not be contaminated by Asi- 
atic hordes.”’ 

P. H. McCarthy, President of the Build- 
ing Trades Council, made a warlike ad- 
dress in which he said that “ California 
and the States west of the Rockies alone 
could whip Japan into a jelly.”” Enthusi- 
astic applause. 

W. R. Haggerty told cf a frightful per- 
sonal experience in Hawaii, where he had 
seen Japanese men and women bathing 
together. ‘‘And those ‘are the kind of 
eople,’”” he exclaimed, ‘‘that President 
Roosevelt defends. His punishment would 
come to-morrow by the ballot box if it 
was possible for us.” 

When Mayor Schmitz arose to speak 
there was an extraordinary scene. The 
entire audience arose and literally howled 
with enthusiasm. ‘If there was any one at 
the meeting who tmagined that Schmitz's 
popularity with the men who elected him 
had been impaired by the recent disclos- 
ures he must have been quickly digillu- 
sioned. Schmitz, a tall, handsome man, 
well dressed and well educated, is not 
much os a speaker, but he has that in- 
definable quality of personal attraction 
that is worth all the eloquence in the 
world. Every sentence was. cheered, every 
commonplace the Mayor uttered some- 
how “hit’’ his auditors. 

He said little on the Japanese question 
that is worth recording. He remarked 
that he wished the Chief Executive of 


the Nation could hear the “ mighty voice | 


and he spoke of 


raised this afternoon,” 
with which he 


the ‘‘pain and regret” 
had read Roosevelt's message. He de- 

clared that the Japanese had ali the 
j Vices and none of the virtues of the Chi- 
nese and asserted that it was the capital- 

ists, who wanted to wreck the labor 
unions, who were at the back of the pres- 
ent attacks on the Californians. 

It was when the Mayor, after apologiz- 
ing for doing so, referred to the prosecu- 
tion of himself that the meeting reached 
its greatest height of enthusiasm. Here, 
indeed, his speech did approach eloquence. 
He declared that it was not possible to 
wet an honest expression from the daily 
papers of San Francisco, adding: 

‘“‘T am willing to have them prove it at 
any time if I am dishonest. Day after 
jday I will keep knocking at the door of 
justice, but I know that I'am up against 
a bottled-up Judge.”’ 

At this point the great audience hissed 
and groaned. It hissed again when 
Schmitz asserted that Judge Dunne was 
taking his orders from the Citizens’ Alli- 
ance, and then, when Schimtz declared 
that next Wednesday _he would again go 
before Dunne and deffiand a speedy trial, 
it repeated its enthusiastic manifestation 
in favor of the Mayor. , 

When Schmitz finished spe king he was 
immediately surrounded by a crowd of 
hundreds of admirers, each trying to 
shake his hand.

the pioneer of steam navigation. His | 


title to a place in history rests rather 
upon his business -intelligence than 
upon his mechanical genius. He suc- 
ceeded where other adventurers in the 
field of steam navigation had failed 
chiefly, and perhaps wholly, because 
he did not make the mistake of try- 
ing to establish a steam ferry where 
one was not needed. 

The beginnings of the steamboat 
are obscure and uncertain. More than 
eight centuries ago Rocrr Bacon, the 
marvelous Franciscan monk, had. the 
idea very. clearly in mind when, in 
forecasting .the possibilities of steam 
in its useful applications, he recorded 
the prophecy: ‘Instruments may be 
made by which the largest ships, with 
only one man guiding them, will be 
carried with greater velocity than if 
they were full of sailors.” In 1543 
Biacco pE Gary is recorded in Span- 
ish annals'as operating a steamboat 
in Barcelona Harbor.. In 1690 Pa- 
PIN operated one on the Fulda at 
Cassel. -In 1786 the Compte pD’Avuxi- 
RON built a steamboat and ran it on 
the Seine. Between 1778 and 1782 an- 
other Frenchman, the Marquis DE 
Jourrroy,’ built and operated several 
steamboats on as many routes with 
satisfactory results, In 1786 an Amer- 
ican mechanic, JaMes RUMSEY, Oper- 
ated a steamboat on the Potomac. In 
1788 Joun Fitcu built a very practical 
steamboat at Philadelphia, which was 
in service four years. About the same 
time a steamboat with side paddle- 
wheels was put in service at Dumfries- 
shire, Scotland. This, in brief, was 
“the state of the art” of steam navi- 
gation when RoBERT FuLtTon, in 
1802-3, constructed his first steamboat, 
which was so frail and slight that she 
literally broke in two under the weight 
of her engines and sank at her moor- 
ings. The wreck was raised and re- 
built, and in August, 1803, was test- 
ed. This was at Paris. Returning to 
this country, he built the Clermont in 
1807, depending upon an English en- 
gine of BouLTon and Wart for power, 
and employing the side paddle wheels 
of the Scotch pioneers, 

The reason FuLTon succeeded where 
so many earlier exploiters of the field 
of steam navigation had failed was 
that he was a.man of sound business 
perceptions, and did not try to estab- 
lish a steam service where such ser- 
vice could not be made to pay. The 
Hudson was a long, narrow, and 
crooked river, difficult of navigation 
by sail and somewhat dangerous with- 
al, owing to liability to capricious 
winds. It-connected the Cities of New 
York and Albany, between which an 
important travel and trade was badly 
served by sloops. FuLTon seems to 
have recognized this as a business op- 
portunity. He associated himself with 
‘Chancellor LIVINGSTON and others, se- 
cured. by legislative enactment a mo- 
nopoly of the traffic of the 
for steam craft, and thus became the 
father of the steamboat business, if 
not of the steamboat. He made steam 
navigation pay well enough, at least, to 
show that it invited development, but 
in this respect his idea was that of the 
merchant rather than of the engineer. 
To honor him for what he was not and 
did not do would be to jeopardize his 
title to fame. He was great in trans- 
portation, like Commodore VaAaNnpER- 
BILT, and had he lived longer and be- 
gun fifty years later he would prob-

In his report Dr. Morton took care 
to point out that the twenty-nine cases 
were ‘‘mostly absolutely hopeless at 
the time of beginning treatment.” Yet 
of these at least six, which had pre- 
viously been treated and referred to 
the clinic by Drs. Epwarp W. PEET, 
A. H. Laipuaw, L. E. Houister of 
Newark, F. A, DORMAN, H. J. Bouprt, 
THURSTON LusK, WILLIAM. B, COLEY, 
and other physicians, have been re- 
ported well advanced toward recovery. 
At least.a dozen are no*longer de- 
spaired of. Summing up, Dr. MORTON 
noted that “in all cases signs of 
amelioration in the progress-of the dis- 
ease have been observed.” In one case 
“a remarkable process of retrogres- 
sion by degeneration and atrophy of a 
carcinomatous breast igland to final 
and curative obliteration has been mi- 
croscopically demonstrated.” Two 
cases “demonstrate that enlarged 
glands associated with cancer have 
rapidly diminished in. size under the 
influence of trypsin.” Again: “ Tryp- 
sin has a decided effect in reducing 
cancer cachexia and in improving the 
general health.” “The use of trypsin 
has caused hemorrhages to cease and 
has alleviated pain.” ‘Injections any- 
where beneath the skin have their ef- 
fect upon deep-seated cancers, Fi- 
nally:

To the Editor of The New York Times: 
How remarkably conservative we are in 
some things, even where a change would 


be to our advantage! For example, we 
have an advantage over our English 


cousins in using a decimal currency. But 


in our weights and measures we still lag 
behind the progressive natiens of Eu- 
rope by refusing to adopt the metric sys- 
tem, which would render our calculations 
80 much easier. 

On“he other hand, in fashions of dress 
we are constantly submitting to changes 
which are by no means obviously desir- 
able. Who can tell how we shall be dress- 
ing ten years hence? Very likely if we 
could foresee the styles that will prevail 
in 1916 they would seem to us unlovely, or 
even grotesque. Yet the fashions are 
sure to change, and as they change no 
one makes any resistance. For my part, I 
have sometimes wondered why the wo- 
men cannot learn what is the best and 
most becoming style of dress and keep to 
that. But this, I suppose, would not suit 
dressmakers and milliners. 

There is a certain analogy between 
dress and spelling. Just as dress sets 
forth to the eye the “human form di- 
vine,”’ so spelling represents to the eye 
the sounds which make up a word. Speil- 
ing is, after all, only a representation of 
sounds, and it is a pity that it should ever 
be a misrepresentation. The original lan- 
guage consists of sounds. This fact is 
evidently ignored by those who cry out 
so bitterly against any improvement in 
spelling as being an attack on the Eng- 
lish language. 

But it will be easy to understand it if 
we consider the case ef some savage tribe 
whose language has not been reduced to 
writing. They have no books, they are 
not agitated by any discussions of spell- 
ing. Yet they have a language, a real 
language, since it serves the purpose of 
communicating thought. Let a mission- 
ary translate portions of the Bible Into 
this as yet unwritten language. Would 
he not make his spelling conform as close- 
ly as possible to the spoken sounds? It 
certainly would not occur to him to load 
his written words with collections of let- 
ters which did not represent any sound. 

I am well aware’ that the silent letters 
of our English words have a certain his- 
torical justification. They are like monu- 
ments erected over the graves of dead and 
buried sounds. Monuments have their 
place and our libraries may serve as 
“‘oemeteries of words."”” But it does not 
follow that we need to put these verbal 
monuments into the familiar letters 
which we are daily writing. 

To persons who have the reading habit 
ft costs a sacrifice to accept any new 
spelling. They meet a familiar word in a 
shortened form, and ft seems to them a 
mutilation. It is like the disfigurement 
of a friend. It is not a reformation, but 
a deformation. 

It is no wonder, then, that our authors 
should be the first to cry out against any 
change. Yet if there is an obvious ad- 
vantage in simplifying the spelling of a 
word, should we not try to reconcile our- 
selves to the change? In a living lan- 
guage changes will come, whether we 
like them or not. 

The German people have set us an ‘ex- 
ample of spelling reform. A few years 
ago representatives of Germany, Austria, 
and Switzerland met and adopted certain 
improvements in spelling. This reformed 
orthography is now required in the public 
schools of those countries. Although it 
affects many more than 300 words, the 
people seem to be reconciled to it. Of 
course, no one who has passed the school 
age is obliged to adopt ft, and it has not 
changed the German language.

flour; add warm water sufficient to make a 
flowing mixture of about the consistency o 
syrup id the water also in which the yeast 
has bn dissolved; beat up thoroughly and 
let stand overnight in a warm place. It must 
not chill. In warming add half a teaspoonful 
of baking powder and bake on a hot griddle.

CANCER AND TRYPSIN. 


Dr. Newton Objects to The Times's 
Report of Cures, 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I read with great regret an editorial in 
your issue of Sunday last, against which 
I feel it my duty to enter a protest. The 
editorial took the ground that a remedy 
had at last been found for cancer, and 
quoted two cases of alleged epithelioma 
from a paper in The Medical Record, as- 
serted to have been cured by trypsin and 
one or two other agents, 

No one would hail a remedy for this dis- 
ease with more jay than I, and I do not 
for a moment deny that the histories of 
the cases as given may be true and exact 
in every particular. But I deplore the 
undue haste with which this remedy has 
been exploited, and am especially sorry 
that so admirably conducted, conservative, 
and judicious a publication as THE TIMES 
should have committed the old, old error, 
which has been a drawback and hin- 


the time of Hippocrates, of assuming that 
because one or two cases of a disease had 
recovered under some particular treat- 
ment, therefore a panacea had been found 
for use against that disease. 

The reports upon the use of trypsin in 
cancer from the hospitals in England that 
I have seen jndicate that the remedy has 
no value. 
similar digestive ferments have already 
had their day and been tried and found 
worthless in the treatment of carcinoma. 
Certainly the recovery of two cases of 
epithelioma, the mildest form of ¢ancer, 
and the one that has been known to dis- 
appear spontaneously, ought not to con- 
vince any thinking man that one of the 
greatest discoveries possible in medicine 
has at last been made. . 

Epithelioma is quite susceptible to treat- 
ment by the X ray, by escharotics, and 
eminently so by excision. As hinted above, 
people have recovered from it under 
various forms of treatment and under no 
treatment. Therefore the assumption 
that cancer in any of its various forms 
ean as a rule be cured by any particular 
form of treatment is not warranted from 
the premises. And the exploitation of 
such a remedy is therefore premature ana 
likely to result in harm. 

As Boas points out in his excellent His- 
tory of Medicine, medical errors grow 
like mushrooms over night, while the 
great truths of the healing art advance 
with slow and halting step. 

The use of tuberculin as a remedy 
against consumption was adopted In prac- 
tically all the civilized countries of the 
world in an incredibly short time, Where- 
as Harvey's treatise describing his great 
discovery of the circulation of the blood 
had to be printed at Frankfort-on-the- 
Main because he could not get permis- 
sion to print it in England. 

It has ever been so in medicine; the 
truth {s brought out and established very 
gradually. If the use of trypsin In the 
treatment of cancer shall prove an excep- 
tion to this rule, évery true physician and 
every true man will be unfeignedly thank- 
ful. But nothing js as yet proved, and 
the assumption by an authority so ex- 
cellent as THe New York Times that a 
great truth has been discovered cannot 
fail to be disastrous, if, as I have reason 
to fear, time shall show that the claim 
is an empty one,

One Lonely Elector. 
Paris Correspondence London Telegraph. 

A ourious election took place at Les Sables, 
in the Department of the Var, recently, when a 
single elector drew up the whole list of candi- 
Gates and was the only one to vote. He nat- 
urally voted for his whole list, himself included. 
The commune contains about 500 inhabitants. 
Sometime ago the Municipal Council resigned. 
Elections were held on Noy. 25 last, when only 
four men came to vote. There was to be a sec- 
ond election last Sunday. The whole day 
passed and not a solitary voter appeared. A 
quarter of an hour before the legal Mmit of 
time elapsed a benevolent citizen at last ap- 
peared, drew up a list of ten candidates, in- 
cluding himself, and voted, 
hour later the election was declared legally 
valid, and the other nine candidates were duly 
notified of their election.

The mind’s eye should regard the cataract 
to gain an idea of the trend and force of 
the stream, , 

“God placed unlimited wealth fn this 
country. Men entered, and there was a, 
scramble for the possession of it.. The re- 
sult was a survival of the fittest. But we 
are coming out of this individuality. Even 
in the matter of corporations I might 
point out to you that the stockholders of 
the Standard Oil Company and the stock- 
holders of the Sugar Trust have in- 
creased from hundreds to thousands. 

“If the number of stockholders con- 


tinues to increase it will mean that the 
mcney controlled by. these gigantic corpo- 
rations will be distributed more and more. 
. What is wanted is a greater distribu- 
tion of the corporations’ money and a 
greater concentration of the corporations’ 
use. We are coming to that fraternalism, 
Do not destroy corporations if they will 
manage things for the good of the whole, 
but the people can make men to manage 
these great interests properly and do 
away with such evils as exist in them 
to-day. ‘

NEW ATHLETIC GOVERNMENT. 


Capt. Pierce’s Call Announces Pur- 
poses of Intercollegiate Body, 


& 
CHICAGO, Dec. 23.—Becalse his wife 
had only 4 cents when he demanded a 
nickel, William Woodrich, a teamster, 55 
years old, yesterday shot her to death 
and then committed suicide. 
The husband wanted the money to buy 
beer. Mrs. Woodrich searched the house, 
and, finding only 4 cents, offered them to 
him. He struck the coins from her hand, 
and, after venting His rage verbally, fol- 
lowed her into the bedroom and shot her 
an dhimself. Two of their daughters 
were in an adjoining room. 

Capt. Palmer E. Pierce, President of the In- 
tercollegiate Athletic Association of the United 
States, issued yesterday his call for the an- 
nual convention of the association t6 be held 
next Saturday morning, opening at 10 o'clock 
at the Murray Hill Hotel. He announced also 
that the Executive Committee of the Associa- 
tion would meet the previous evening and con- 
sider such matters as are to be brought to 
the attention of the general body. He invited 
the members of the association to submit such 
questions as they may desire to bring up to the 
Executive Committee prior to that meeting In 
order that the whole field of action might be 
laid out so that the work of the convention 
might be formulated and facilitated. Espe- 
cially he asked ail the colleges to notify the 
Secretary of their intention to attend. 

In the invitation to participate, which is ex- 
tended to every university and college in the 
country, especial stress is laid on the fact that 
and sportsmanship. Such action as is taken 
on any question is not binding on any individ- 
ual member, but it affords an opportunity to 
secure uniformity of rule and to ihfluence 
sport beneficially that can be obtained in no 
other way. It simply seeks géneral co-opera- 
tion in an effort to so control athletic sports 
as to secure their advantages without thoir at- 
tendant evils. To do this a thoroughly repre- 
sentative membership must be obtained. 

The especial business that is before the con- 
vention in which the largest general interest 
lies is in the reappointment of a Football 
Rules Committee. It can be sald unqualifiediy 
that the association heartily indorses the re- 
forms that were enacted last year as a result 
of its initiative. It is quite willing to see foot- 
ball legislation remain in the hands in which 
it is now vested, but it desires that a Football 
Committee shall be elected or appointed in such 
a way that it is not only representative, but 
that it is responsible to some Faculty control, 
ro that should a committee at any time refuse 
to heed a general demand for reforms which 
may be deemed necessary it may be possible to 
supplant it with a ‘committee that will carry 
out needed reforms. It is only with the self- 
appointive, non-representative character of the 
old Football Rules Committee that it found 
fault. 

The political issue will be squar raised 
when the new association meets on turday 
and will have to be faced.

PETTIT DEFEATS GARCIN. 


French Champion Loses First Match 
on Even Terms, 3 Sets to 0.

LAKEWOOD, N. J., Dec. 23.—For the first 

time since his arrival in this country Ferdinand 
Garcin, the professional champion of France, 
was to-day defeated on even terms. His van- 
quisher was Tom Pettit, professional of the 
Boston Tennis and Racquet Club, who won in 
three straight sets, 6—3, 6—1, 6—2, and wiped 
out his defeat of ten days ago when Garcin de- 
feated him. in the Boston courts after four hard 
sets by the score of 6~-2, 2—6, 6—0, 6-3. In 
the afternoon George R. Fearing and L. M. 
Stockton, the Boston amateur, receiving 15 
and one bisque, defeated George Standing, New 
York Racquet and Tennis Club, and Frank For- 
rester, Lakewood, by the score of 6-3, 5—i, 
9—7. ; 
In addition to the members of the Gould 
family about 100 invited guests occupied seats 
in the dedans or gallery. Pettit played a most 
remarkable game. For the first time in several 
years he displayed all his old-time form, and 
his strokes were swift, sure, and finished. He 
discarded the railroad service, which once cost 
tim the championship of England, and cohfined 
his playing to a puzzling service, well placed 
shots, and dazzling strokes. Garcin again ex- 
hibited his cleverness in all the scientific de- 
partments of the game. He met his opponent's 
shots with all the grace and skill he is master 
of, but there was an absence of the effective- 
ness which has hitherto characterized his con- 
tests. Only one rally was sustained throughout 
the match, in which Pettit carried off the 
honors. 

Pettit’s aim for the grille opening and the 
dedans was deadly, and he scored a number 
of points by this style of playing. He secured 
a lead in the first set, which was never over- 
come. With the score 4 sets to 1, Garcin 
made a plucky uphill fight, and carried the 
total to 4—3, but,the effort was too much, and 
Pettit annexed the next two games and won 
the set. Pettit improved as Garcin fell off, 
and the Boston professional made the second 
set a runaway affair, the Frenchman securing 
but one game. With the aid of several diffi- 
cult chases and the winning openings Pettit 
was able to keep up his record, and hold his 
opponent down to two games in the third set. 

The afternoon contest was productive of 
brilliant racquet execution on the part of 
George R. Fearing and L, M. Stockton. The 
latter is the former amateur champion, while 
Fearing is one of the strongest amateurs in 
the United States. He is a regular contestant 
in the National championships, and last year 
took part in the British singles championship 
at London. George Standing, the professional 
champion of America, and Frank Forrester, 
the Georgian Court professional, conceded the 
two amateurs 15 and one bisque in a match 
consisting of best two sets in three. Stockton 
played a steady, effective game, and was well 
supported by his partner. The amateurs won 
the first set with comparative ease, and se- 
cured a good lead in the second, when Stand- 
ing and Forrester took a brace and carried the 
score to §5—all. The professionals kept up 
their good work, the feature of which was 
Standing’s hard racquet strokes, and ran out 
winners by the score of 7 to 5. The third and 
deciding set was nip and tuck with honors 
even throughout. Vantage was called twice, 
Fearing and Stockton saeoting the vigorous 
attack of their opponents in splendid style and 
winning an exciting set by thé score of 9 to 7.

WAGES IN JERSEY ROSE 
IN THIS BOOM YEAR 


Increases in 80 Industries and 
Decreases Only in Nine. 


BUT COST OF LIVING IS HIGH| 


Bureau of ‘Statistics Also Gives Fig- 
ures on Hours of Labor and Fe 
male and Child Labor. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TRENTON, Dec. 28.—The twenty-ninth 
“annual report of Winton C. Garrison, 
Chief of the State Bureau of Statistics, 
which is the most important of the an- 
nual reports, because of dealing with the 
-whole industriés of the State and the 
commercial welfare of its citizens, has 
been made public. 

Chief Garrison’s report shows that there 
are 2,018 manufacturing establishments 
in New Jersey. Of these the report 
shows that 1,197, or 59.8 per cent., are 
under corporate management, and 821, or 
40.7 per cent., are controlled by private 
‘firms or individual owners. The report 
says that the corporate form of manage- 
ment of industry is steadily growing in 
favor, the rate of increase féveraging 
about 1.6 per cent. for each year since 
1902. The capital invested is $521,090,460, 

The!report shows the average number 
ef persons employed during the year in 
the 2,018 establishments 
239,113, of whom 178,859, or 72.7 per cent., 
are males, 68,897, or 24.6 per cent., are 
females, and 6,357, or 2.7 per cent,, are 
ehildren' of both sexes under 76 yeurs of 
age. 

The total paid in wages by all indus- 
tries was $116,805,243, which does not 
{nelude salaries of officers, superitend- 
ents, managers, &c, The average yearly 
earnings for all industries is $488.49; in 
1904 the average yearly earnings per 
employe was $470.47; the increase of year- 
ly earnings is therefare $18.02, or 5.S per 
cent. The industries showing the highest 
average yearly earnings of wage-workers 
are: ‘‘ Brewery products,” $84¥.57, and the 
manufacture of “‘ varnishes,” 3736,59. Of 
the eighty-nine industries presented, eigh+ | 
ty show increases in the earnings of labor, 
and only nine show decreases. 

Taking males, females and young per- 
sons togethcr, for all industries, the table 
shows that 36,714, or 13.9 per cent. of the 
tolal number are paid less than $5 per 
week; 57,843, or 21.9 per cent., are paid 
wages ranging from $5 to $8 per W eek; 
86,801, or 82.8 per cent, are paid wages 
ranging between $8 and $12 per week; 
76,608, or 29 per cent., are receiving wages

6,361, or 2.4 per cent. of the total number, 
are in the classes receiving over $20 per 
week.

The report presents, in a series of ta- 
bles, the retail prices for a_selected bill 
of goods that includes the ordinary stand- 
ard table supplies for families of average 
means. These prices were obtained from 
old-established dealers in all parts of the 
State, and apply in all cases to the month 
of June. 

This inquiry has been made annually 
from 1898, the purpose having been 
show the varying efficiency of the wages 
in procuring the ordinary fundamental 
necessaries of, life, it being a self-evident 
fact that the value of wages depends not 
on the sum of money earned, but 
purchasing power. 

The report says that the figures show 
that the cost of living, so far as the plain, 
ordinary table supplies is concerned, has 
advanced an average of 4.6 per cent. for 
each year since 1899.

NEW SETTLEMENT HOUSE. 


Jacob H. Schiff Makes Dedicatory 
Speech for the Harlem Federation. 


The Harlem Federation, a Jewish 80 
ciety, organized for altruistic work, has 
opened @ settlement house in the heart of 
the Jewish colony on the upper east side. 
The new settlement is at 240 Hast 105th 
Street. The dedication exercises were 
held yesterday afternoon, Jacob H. Schiff 
making the dedicatory speech. 

Mr. Schiff reminded those present that 
when first Jews landed here 250 years ago 
they were permitted to settle in New 
York only on the condition that they 
would take care of their own paupers and 
their own sick, so that neither should be- 
come a burden on the community. 
| “ We have fulfilled that condition for 250 
years now,” said Mr. Schiff, ‘‘ sometimes 

under exceedingly trying circumstances, 
and the problem has been growing more 
and more difficult every year. There are 

from 600,000 to 650,000 Jews in this city at 
présent, and it has become a very trying 
task to take care of our own. 

‘“*We can do this no better than by tak- 
ing gare of our young people—by educat- 
ing them into self-supporting and self- 
respecting citizens of this great State. 
Then we shall have no paupers to take 
care of. 

“You should have no apprehension re- 

garding the financial side of this settle- 
jment. The support will be forthcoming. 
I hope that this little house will widen 
}and be enlarged in years to come to the 
ijdimensions of the ‘Educational Alliance 
downtown. It will be needed more up 
here than it will down there.”’

The relations between the prin- 
cipal stockholders of these properties 
dnd their real head has been likened to 
those existing between a schoolmaster 
and his pupils, and important financial 
interests not in attendance at this 
school have at all times been concerned 
as to the results which would follow its 
breaking up. It is not to be doubted 
that the great liquidation in both Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific repre- 
sented in some measure such a break- 
ing up. Apparently it was realized by 
a number of large stockholders, as it 
was by those only academically inter- 
ested, that with the long-expected 
rights, upon which the stocks have been 
moved up to amazing prices, finally 
distributed, the next movement would 
be one of readjustment to actual divi, 
dend returns.

But the Bank of France 
again stands ready to assist its sister 
institution in England, and on Friday 
the cables reported that arrangements 
had been made by which, $6,000,000 of 
gold would be shipped from Paris to 
London, $3,000,000 going forward on 
that day. It would be highly impolitic, 
obviously, for bankers here to compli- 
eate a situation requiring such meas- 
ures ag those adopted by the Bank of 
France, and the chances are that for 
the financing of our own year-end dis- 
bursements we must rely upon our own 
resources, These, fortunately, have 
been enlarged by Secretary Shaw’s 
measures thus far, and are subject to 
still further improvement from this 
source, while last week’s liquidation is 
also of benefit. Nevertheless, the mar- 
gin is none too great. Continued firm- 
ness in call money is plainly indicated, 
and if the prevailing rates of 10 per 
cent. for sixty-day money, 8 per cent. 
for ninety day and four months’ money,

EXCHANGE BELOW GOLD POINT 


Why No Engagements Were Made 
This Past Week, Although Ex- 
change Sold at Lowest 
Price in Years. 


The financial markets witnessed lgst 
week for the second time this year the 
phenomenon of foreign exchange going .to 
the gold import point without any engage- 
ments of gold being made. The previous 
occasion this year when this same thing 
happened was early in April, when de- 
mand sterling declined to 4.8285 without 
attracting gold until the deadlock was 
broken by the announcement of Treasury 
advances against gold imports. In mak- 
ing announcement of these advances Sec- 
retary Shaw explained that they were 
made because, owing to then existing high 
money rates, gold was not being imported, 
although exchange had declined to a point 
at which gold ought to have been brought 
from abroad. 

Similar conditions existed this past 
week. Exchange went lower than it was 
in April—as low, In fact, as in any year 
since 1893. Demand sterling declined to 
4.8275 and stock bills sold as low as 4.8250. 
Two factors were chiefly responsible for 
the failure_of this market to take gold 
even at this low rate of exchange. The 
most important was the fact that our 
bankers were convinced that to take gold 
from London would in the long run do 
this market more harm than good by dis- 
turbing the foreign markets and leading, 
perhaps, to an advance in the English 
bank rate to 7 per cent. 

Apart from this, there was the question 
of the abnormal money rates here, which 
made bankers reluctant to tle up funds 
in gold imports. In April it was only the 
offer of Secretary Shaw to make free 
advances against gold imports that in- 
duced bankers to profit by the low rate 
of exchange. Last week this offer was 
not renewed and handlers of foreign ex- 
change, instead of tying up their money 
for ten days to bring in gold, employed 
their funds in this market. 

Reports from ahroad last week stated 
that bankers there had offered to send 
gold to this country on joint account with 
our bankers, but even this opportunity 
was not availed of, principally for the 
reason that it was feared that this would 
lead to monetary disturbances abroad 
which, would be quickly reflected in our 
own market, even though we had succeed- 
ded in bringing in a certain amount of 
gold. That the Bank of England was 
not in a position to release any gold to 
the United States was made very clear by 
last week's statement of its condition, 
showing a sharp decline in reserves. Lon- 
don was able this past week to add to its 
supply of gold by imports from Paris, 
some of them in the shape of American 
cagton but this money was urgently

LONDON’S ANXIOUS WEEK. 


Market Feared New York Would 
Force 7 Per Cent. Bank Rate.

and counter with the liveliest prompti- 
tude. 

“ American exchange was already at. 
a point at which gold shipments were 
profitable, so that London's gold store 
was thus exposed to attack by a set of 
light-hearted speculators who have not 
invariably shown qualities which fit 
them for a position of responsibility ip 
affairs. 

“The international money market 
situation almost recalled the cry of 
Bishop Ohm, who, when told by the 
Captain in a storm that the ship was 
in the hands of Providence, exclaimed: 

““*Oh, Captain, has it come to that?’ 

“But it had not quite come to that, 
for the threat ‘of 7 per cent. here 
proved effective, and New York left 
the bullion market to the Bank of 
England. Last Monday other demands 
were postponed or reduced as far as 
possible and assistance to a substan- 
tial amount was provided by the Bank 
of France, which has been permitting 
withdrawals of sovereigns and United 
States coin againste English bills 
bought by or lent against it. 

“The relief given by the retention of 
the 6 per cent. rate was tempered by 
the conviction that it might at any 
moment be altered if circumstances 
required the movement, and this con- 
viction still holds good, although the 
quieting down of Wall Street’s activ- 
ity and the arrivals of gold from Paris 
are reasons for hoping that 1906 may 
be spared the final blow on its bald 
and battered brow.

XMAS REMITTANCES ABROAD. 


Our New Citizens Will Send Home 
Over $8,000,000 in Money Orders Alone 


One of the minor money movements of 
the year, which, though generally un- 
noticed, !s well worth reckoning, is the 
flood of remittances sent home for Christ- 
mas by our foreign-born population. The 
New York Post Office, which is the Clear- 
ing House for all of the foreign money 
orders sent from the United States, ex- 
pects to have a total of over $8,000,000 to 
show for this season when the business of 
December is closed. What proportion this 
sum bears to the aggregate of these 
Christmas gifts can scarcely he con- 
jectured, though sellers of foreign ex- 
change estimate that among the Italians, 
Hungarians, and Slavs at least more mon- 
ey is sent to the fatherland through small 
bankers of their own nationality than 
through the Post Office. Then, too, there 
must be corsidered in the total the large 
business done in foreign money orders 
by the express companies. 

At the New York Post Office the rush 
of business begins about the first week in 
December, and continues practically un- 
abated until the first of the year. During 
this period the ordinary business of the 
department increases threefold, and be- 
cause of the cramped quarters in the old 
Post Office Building makes it necessary 
to keep the machinery going twenty-four 
hours a day, with the clerks, reinforced 
by fifty emergency men, working in eight- 
hour shifts. 

In the usual course of business the re- 
mittances to Italy predominate, over- 
whelmingly in number and considerably 
in value, but, strangely enough, at the 
Christmas season Itaiy gives. 1irst place 
to Great Britain. The following table of 
money-order remittances from New 
York from Dec. 1 tc 19 shows ‘he propor- 
tion in which the various foreign coun- 
tries are indebted to their absentee

Of course, there is some offset to the 
stream of money flowing from the Post 
Office to Europe in the form of remit- 
tances from the other side to us. This re- 
turn current, however, never goes above 
25 per cent. of what we send. It is fairly 
constant in that proportion. In fact, it Is 
the practice at the Post Office to buy 
and transmit foreign exchange regularly 
to the extent of 75 per cent. of the amount 
called for in the money orders sent abroad 
in the certainty that the return orders will 
be close to that proportion. 

The growth of the foreign money order 
business of the Post Office is illustrated 
in the following table, which compares the 
figures for the first quarter of the cur- 
rent fiscal year, beginnin Pa. July, with 
the corresponding period 1905:

BERLIN MARKET STEADY. 


Dissolution of Reichstag and High 
Money Rate Affect It Little.

BERLIN, Dec. 38.—The Berlin 

Boerse was not affected much last 
week, elther by the dissolution of the 
Reichstag or the advance in the Bank i 
rate. The Boerse had little cause to 
love the Reichstag, which in financial 
and commercial matters was distinctly 
reactionary, and as for the adyance in 
the Bank rate, the Boerse expected 
that. Only once before has the rate of 
7 per cent. been enforced. This was 
in 1899, when industrial prosperity 
reached its zenith just before the reac- 
tion of that year set in. The weak- 
ness of the Imperial Bank’s financial 
position is primarily responsible for 
the increase. 

The Bank's status has never before 
been so unfavorable as at this moment. 
Its specie, which amounts to 747,000,- 
000 marks, ts materially less than in 
previous years. Bills, securities, 
bonds, and stock, including 177,000,- 
000 marks of Treasury bonds taken 
over by the Bank, amount to 1,361,000,- 
000 marks, a sum far in excess of the 
figure of any former year. The value 
of the notes in circulation has in- 
creased and now stands at 1,894,000 
marks, and notes of the Bank are cov- 
ered only to the extent of some 50 per 
cent. 

Prices on the Boerse maintained an 
average level last week, and consider- 
able movements were recorded only in 
a few instances, such as in Canadian 
Pacific Railway stock, which reached 
the record price of 200, although the 
reaction of the New York Exchange 
brought down the price toward the end 
of the week. The interest thus divert- 
ed was concentrated upon Baltimore 
& Ohio shares. 


BOSTON COPPER GOSSIP. 


Looking for 25-Cent Copper In New 
Year. 


Special to The New York Times. 
BOSTON, Dec. 28.—Predictions of 25- 


cent copper before the first of the year 
have been fulfilled. Allouez has sold 100,- 
000 pounds at that price, and it looks as if 
other bidders now in the market will have 
to pay at least as much. Bids of 23% cents 
have ‘been turned:down by several com- 
panies this week, if reports be trie. One 
of these bids was for 1,000,000 pounds, and 
others were also for large amounts. The 
Franklin is one of the companies which is 
holding out for more money. The Iast 


sale made by the Copper Range Company 
was at 28% cents. 

Mr. Heinze, who was in town a few days 
ago, is quoted as saying that in his opin- 
fon 25-cent copper is close at hand. He 
also predicted that the output of copper 
next year will not be materially increased. 

Buying of stocks has continued una- 
bated, and several more issues have 
reached new high levels. Every one is 
after such splendid dividend distributions 
as those made by the Copper Range Con- 
solidatéd Company, which has this year 
actually paid its shareholders $800,000 
more than the Boston & Albany Railroad 
hus paid. Aside from this, the speculation 
in such stocks as ‘Tecumseh and Trinity 
and a score of others has kept brokers 
-tusy and cverworked the “tape” opera- 
tors. The activity of Trinity is attributed 
to New York buying. 

The Tecumseh deal came out this week, 
following that between Greene and Cana- 
nea Central. The con¢ern formed to take 
over the Tecumseh, La Salle and Cald- 
well properties will be known as the La 
Salle Copper Company. The capital will be 
400,000 shares of $25 each and Tecumseh 
stockholders are to receive 1% shares for 
each share of the old. The Caldwell Com- 
pany will own a majority of the new 
stock, and the Calumet and Hecla Com- 
pany will control the La Salle Company. 

Calumet .& Hecla has this week exer- 
cised its option on the Superior property 
and is daily expected to do the same with 
the Hussey tract. 

Centennial shareholders have this week 
ratified the sale of the mill property ac- 
quired from the Arcadian Company to ‘a 
new corporation which shall hold both 
Centennial and Allouez in common. Al- 
lovez pays $200,000 for its half interest 
in the new corporation.

Mills Too Busy to Close for Year-End 
Holidays.

PITTSBURG, Dec. 28.—The last two 
weeks of the year promise to go down 
as the busiest half month in history of | 
steel and iron, which is saying quite a} 
lot. Producers of iron and steel ‘goods | 
especially of the smaller kind, are’ work- | 
ing to their fullest capacity in order to 
meet the flood of specifications which

crowding in for every minute of the day. |

been unprecedented, and it now seems that

car shortage still hurts in this district, and 

it promises to become yet more serious. 

Shippers are watching with interest the 

outcome of a movement by the coal oper- 

ators of West Virginia to force railroads 

to give them a better car service. Espe- | 
clally are consumers of finished struc- 

tural material and metal interested, as 

they claim they have been getting the | 
worst of it in the Pittsburg district. 

There was no movement worth speak- 
ing of in the pig fron market during the | 
week now ended. The early half saw 
1,000 tons of Bessemer sold for December 
delivery at $28, and at the same time 
the dealer who made the sale sent word 
to several other firms not to jump at 
conclusions; that he was not stealing the 
stuff from the pile of some one else who 
had ‘not yet moved his purchase, but he 
found his furnaces had overproduced, 
that he was several thousand tons to the 
good when he came to total last month, | 
and so stepped to the ‘phone and dis- 
posed of it in a couple of minutes at $23. 

At the risk of throwing discredit on 
the “‘ overproduction ’’ statement, it must 
be said that this threatens to become 
quite a common. excuse before long, and 
when the price begins to loosen up there 
will be quite a lot of pig iron ‘“ discov- 
ered.”” The closeness of the market now | 
portends a storm. Consumers of pig 
cannot hold out much longer. They must 
soon start that buying movement for the 
second half, else there will be a stampede 
when it does come. During the week one 
of the big consumers, rather than humor 
producers of pig here by paying top 
prices, took on some Southern foundry 
No. 2,’ paying $23 Birmingham, which 
would make the iron worth almost $28 
laid down in Pittsburg. ' It is understood 
that the same consumers could have got 
Bessemer here had they chose to pay 
the $25 which is asked for spot pig, but 
they would not do it. However, the 
amounts bought were not large, being 
only two lots of 200 tons each. 

There was quite a good selling move- 
ment in steel bars during the week, the 
total of deals being 29,000 tons. There 1s | 
rumor that 40,000 more tons will be closed | 


for next Monday, as those needing eed 
bars in the first half of 1907 will take no| 
chances. 

During the week the Carnegies took in | 
orders for 80,000 tons of steel rails, most | 
of hem being of the heaviest type, for the} 
roads of the extreme West. There is yet! 
about 50,000 tons to be booked by the local 
firm for the coming year, and this will 
be taken in the first part of the first part 
of the week. 

Announcement is made by some of the} 
big mills that the customary few days 
betWeen Christmas and New Year's for 
tfepairs on mills will not be allowed this 
year; that the firms cannot afford to 108g 
an hour at this time owing to the crowded 
condition of order books. This is bad 
news to some workmen who have stuck 
to their tasks all the year, passing up 
their midsummer vacation at the request | 
of the employers.

“BY HUGE STOCK ISSUES 


$255,000,000 Worth All at Once 
Disturbed Its Digestion. 


BIG DROP IN THE RIGHTS 


Investors May Not Have Done Alli the 
Selling in Hill Stocks—A 
Look Ahead. 


‘The unfavorable reception which the 
stock market accorded the announcement 
of the $100,000,000 stock issue by the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul was attribut- 
@d by the friends of that road largely to 


'; the fact that the announcement followed 


quickly upon the heels of two previous 
stock increases by roads in the North- 


“west. The St. Paul. it is said, was thus 
forced to bear the brunt not only of its 
own announcement but that of the two 
Hill roads besides. There {s no way of 
determining how much ground there may 
be for the claim that were it not for the 
two previous stock issues that by the St. 
Paul would not have proved the source 
of.any market disturbance. The facts in 
the matter seem to be that the market 
was ill-prepared for even one such an- 


-@ouncement, and that three coming to- 


gether caused a complete reversal of the 
effect which the friends of the roads had 
expected upon the announcement of valu- 
able subscription rights. 

“How poor has been the response of the 
market to the offer of new stock at par 
tg made clear by the following figures, 
which show the high price of the rights 


granted during the past ten days, and the 
prices to which they have since declined:

One striking feature of the liquidation in 
the Hill stocks following the announce- 
ment of subscription rights was the fact 
that many holders of these stocks appear 
at last to have thrown their stock over 
after having faithfully clung to the lead- 
ership of Mr. Hill for a long time. How 
far the decline in Great Northorn and 
Northerh Pacific was due to the selling 
out of margined holdings of those stocks 
by traders, and how far to liquidation by 
investors cannot, of ‘course, be deter- 
mined. It is not believed, however, that 
the great weakness in these two issues 
was brought about solely by selling of 
these stocks by outsiders. 

This decline in the Hill stocks is all 
the more extraordinary in view of the 
remarkable manner in ‘which the pre- 
vious heavy selling of both Great North- 
ern and Northern Pacific by Union Pacific 
was absorbed by the Hill following. It 
is known that when the Union Pacific de- 
termined upon the sale of the Great North- 
ern and Northern Securities Company an 
elaborate plan for the liquidation of these 
stocks was laid out in advance, I 
taken for granted, as it might well have 
been, that great care would have to be 
employed to prevent this heavy selling 
forcing the stocks down to low prices. 

What actually occurred was that the 
Hill stocks rose in the face of known 
selling by the Union Pacific interests; 
with the result that BE. H. Harriman’s 
road profited much more through the sale 
of these two stocks than Mr, Harriman 
himself had ever believed possible. Why 
the Hill following has recently permitted 
such heavy losses to occur in the market 
value of- Great Northern and Northern 
Pacific after demonstrating almost un- 
bounded confidence in those roads 1s 
something which has not yet been fully 
explained. Some believe that it is due

to the fact that many holders of Great 

| Northern and Northern Pacific came to 
the. conclusion that the granting of these 
recent rights was all the good news that 
was to be expected for some time, and 
that it was just as well to take profits. 
Profits there ‘still were, for eyen after the 
declines which have occurred the Hill 
stocks during the past two week’ current 
quotations show large profits to most 
holders of the Hill stocks. 

Those who have not been directly in- 
terested in the, three high-priced stocks 
which have reeently been the leaders in 
the market’s decline “expressed no sur- 
prise at the reception accorded to the an- 
nouncement of stock issues, which for 
the threé roads combined amounted to 
$255,000,000. Smaller increases had been 
received without any surprise being ex- 
pressed, but the spectacle of these three 
roads having practically doubled their 
capital within’ a year led to much discus- 
sion of the ability of the roads to main- 
tain dividends at the old rate. 


How soon the new line of the St. Paul, 
for example, will be able to yield 7 per 
cent. on the stook issued to pay for it 
is a matter upon which there is very little 
agreement. Some say the capital in- 
vested in this enterprise will be earning 
7 per cent. within two years, while others 
say it will be five years. It is pointed 
out that increased earnings are essential 
to the maintenance of present dividends 
unless the conservative policy heretofore 
followed by these roads is to be aban- 
doned, which, ‘of course, is not anticipat- 
ed. The close friends of the roads claim 
that the expenditure of the new capital 
will be fully justified, but the outsider, 
and so, too, some of those who hereto- 
fore have been insiders, begin to have 
doubts on the subject. 

This much is acknowledged on all sides, 
that new capital invested in railroad en- 
terprises at this time is subject to the 
great disadvantage of high prices not only 
for labor but for material as well. It 
costs more to-day than at any time within 
recent years, at all events, to lay a mile 
of track or ta construct a new station or

to ballast, an old rae This increase in 
cost of construction has gone hand in 
hand with increased cost of maintenance 
and operation, and coincidently with a 
reduction in railroad rates. There seems 
to be no abatement for the demand for 
lower rates, and if experience is to be re- 
peated still lower rates will have to be 
named by the railroads. This, of course, 
renders it more difficult than ever for 
railroad managements to make new capi- 
tal earn what has been earned on the old. 
Fundamentally and apart from the tempor- 
ary considerations of money market strin- 
gency, misgivings as to the manner in 
which railroad managements will meet 
this problem appear to be the explanation 
of the weakness in the stocks which re- 
cently have announced huge capital in- 
creases.

. Experiments by the Battleship lowa 
Not Wholly Successful. . 


The battleship Iowa of the Atlantic Fleet, 
which went into dry dock at the navy 
yard on Saturday, brought back the news 
that the test of the Cameron coal trans- 
porter, designed for the coaling of ships at 
sea, had not proved entirely successful, 
and much doubt was expressed as to the 
final outcome of the experiments which 
the Government went to such expense to 
carry out. 

The Iowa was the battleship selected by 
the Navy Department on which the test 
was to be made. Previously the naval 
collier Abarenda had been fitted with the 
apparatus. Last Thursday that vessel, 
with the Iowa, steamed to a point about 

| five miles northeast of Cape Henry, Va., 
eo the first of the experiments was 


made. In the first fifteen minutes the ap- 
paratus was in use about seyen tons of 
coal in 200 pound bags were delivered on 
the forecastle deck of the Iowa. Some 
bags were lost in transit owing to the 
roughness of the sea. 

The Iowa and the Abarenda left Lynn 
Haven Bay for the experiment ground at 
daylight of Thursday morning, and it 
was about 11 o'clock when the transporta- 
tion of the coal began, 

The bags were sent to the battleship os 
two ten-inch hawsers, sometimes 
many as eight bags being in transit 

|}at the same time. The official outcome 
of the trials will not be known until the 

Board, under whose surpervision
